WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—In 28 
earefully-documented report on the 
Canol project, the Truman Inves- 
tigating Committee declared today 
that the Canadian oil development 
should never have been under- 
taken, that it should have been 
abandoned when its unsoundness 
was made apparent to War De- 
partment officials, and that the in- 
gistence on its continuance by Lt. 
Gen. Brehon B. Somervell, Chief of 
Army Service Forces, is “inexcus- 


able.” 

Because the 134 million dollar 
project has now been largely com- 
pleted and relatively little money 
could be saved by junking it, the 
committee left the question of its 
completion to the War Depart-, 
ment, but it emphasized that it 
should be finished only on the pro- 
vision eee vernmrent’s con- 
tracts with the Dominion of Can- 
ada and the Imperial Oil Co. of 
Canada be totems J revised to 
protect our postwar rights. 

Conclusions. 

Conclusions of the report were: 

The project was undertaken 
without adequate consideration 

or study. 

Within five weeks after it was 
started the War Department was 
warned repeatedly of its un- 
soundness and excessive cost by 
qualified persons, and while 
there may have been some 
“slight excuse” for Gen. Somer- 
vell’s original hasty decision to 
launch the project, his insistence 
on proceeding with it is inexcus- 
able in the face of repeated 
warnings. : 

Conceived as a relatively quick 
means of providing a _ local 
source of oll products for the de- 
fense of Alaska during a specific 
emergency, it has failed to ac- 
complish that end. 

Petroleum. Administrator for 
War Harold L. Ickes should have 
been consulted before the project 
was started, and authority over 
the entire program for obtaining 
petroleum in the United States 
and abroad should be concen- 
trated with him. 

The contracts with ‘Imperial 
Oil and the Canadian Govern- 
ment were “improvidently drawn, 
without even an effort to obtain 
fair and reasonable terms from 
them.” 

Gen. Somervell’s directive or- 
dering the project was based on 
“sg faulty and unnecessarily in- 
complete consideration of the 
project by himself and his subor- 
dinates and without consulting 
other governmental agencies and

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP) 
EN. BREHON B. SOMER- 
VELL, criticised sharply 

" by the Senate’s Truman 
Committee for his advocacy of 
the Army’s oil project in Can- 
ada, quoted from the Parable of 
the Virgins in the Bible today 
to illustrate his position:

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt announced to- 
day the railway conductors, fire- 
men and switchmen may have the 
same terms he awarded to the 
trainmen and engineers, without

The terms of the award are an 
increase of 5 cents an hour and a 
week’s paid vacation a year, ef- 
fective as of Dec. 27, 1943, (They 
previously had been awarded a 
separate 4-cents-an-hour rise which 
would stand also.) 

Chiefs of the three operating 
brotherhoods were not available 
for comment immediately. A sub- 
committee of their general chair- 
men is writing a report which may 
be made available tomorrow. 

It is understood that the three 
unions do not expect to get more

The President's views today 
were stated in a letter to the War 
Department, Similar letters have 
been written by the carriers and 
chiefs of the two brotherhoods who 
already are receiving the benefits 
of the President’s award, but the 
firemen, conductors and switch- 
men say none of these letters has 
been addressed to them directly. 

One officer remarked that ap- 
parently they were expected to ap- 
proach the Government “with hat 
in hand, head bowed low, and knee 
bent.”

Maximum Profit on Un-

Cost Excluded. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
The White House, laying - down 
principles for termination of fixed- 


fixed 6 per cent as the maximum 
profit wich would be allowed on 


contract work begun but incom- 
plete, and ruled that expense of 


conversion of facilities would be 
excluded in calculating the con- 
tractor’s cost. 

The principles, first important 
move to establis# definite proce- 
dure for ending war contracts, 
were incorporated in a directive 


from ar Mobilization Director 
James F. Byrnes to all procure- 
ment agencies. They took the 
form of (1) a uniform contract 
cancellation clause and (2) a 
“statement of principles.” 

They were based on recommen- 
dations by Bernard M. Baruch and 
John Hancock. Baruch’ heads a 
special unit in the. Office of War 
Mobilization to deal with war and 
postwar adjustment problems and 
Hancock is associated with him in 
that work, 

Early Peace Not Implied: 

In a 3000-word letter. to Byrnes 

which accompanied their recom- 
mendations, Baruch and Hancock 
said: , 
“We trust there will be no specu- 
lation that our release of this ter- 
mination :article reflects a belief 
in an early end of the war. Con- 
tracts are being terminated and 
settled nin owls 4 as the needs of 
war change. he unifying and 
simplifying of the Government's 
contracts is a war measure, as 
well as a preliminary step in pre- 
paring for demobilization.” 

They also emphasized that the 
termination article and cost state- 
ment deal with only two aspects 
of contract termination policies. 
Still remaining, they said, are 
“such questions as payments and 
loans, settlement procedures, the 
keeping of adequate records and 
protection of the public interest, 
the special problems of subcon- 
tractors, appeals, company-wide

Vital for Quick Settlement. 

Byrnes described this first move, 
however, as “an Important step 
toward eliminating the delay in a 
contractor getting his money and 
delay in the employe getting a 
job.” | ' 
~Baruch and Hancock said “our 
objective is quick payment of 
‘what the Government owes so that 
our great productive capacity can 
be fully utilized for war and peace 
—destroying the dangers of un- 
employment and inflation.” 

In All New Contracts. 

The termination clause was or- 
dered incorporated in all new war 
contracts beginning immediately 
and Byrnes told war agencies that 
contractors should be given oppor- 
tunity to have it included in exist- 
ing contracts. 

Baruch and Hancock said manu- 
facturers would benefit from hav- 
ing the termination article in their 
contracts. It will assure, they said, 
uniform handling of their claims 
by all. agencies with which they 
have contracts and will “make for 
swifter and more equitable. settle- 
ment.” 

They described it as “confined 
to broad, workable principles, with 
details left to be covered in ad- 
ministrative regulations” and sum- 
marized it as follows:

Three big oil refining plants 
being rushed to compietion~on the 
East Side socn will make the St. 
Louis area one of the country’s 
biggest producers of 100-octane 
aviation gasoline, 

The plants, consisting of elabo- 
rate spécial equipment added to 
existing refineries, are being con- 
structed by Shell Oil Co. and 


Standard Oil Co. of Indiana in 
Wood River, and by Socony-Vacu- 
um Oil Co. in East 8t. Louis. 

Shell is erecting two big oil 
cracking units, one of which will 
be ced in production this week. 
The Standard Oil addition includes 
a cracking unit which likewise 
will be finished this week. The 
Socony-Vacuum Co, is constructing 
a new cracking unit which is 
scheduled for completion within 
the next few weeks, 

All three of the refineries also 
are erecting plants for production 
of/blending agents. . 

The need for aviation gasoline 
is so urgent the 100-octane plants 
have been given top priority, not 
even invasion craft taking prece- 
dence over the refineries in allo- 
cation of .critical. materials. A 
group of high-ranking officials 
headed by R. Adm, H. G, Taylor, 
area superintending civil engineer, 


to inspect the work and study 
means of rushing the plants to 
completion. The Navy Department 
has stationed Lt. Comdr. J. Stan- 
ley Stevenson and It. N. S&S. 
Storgaard here to expedite this 
construction, 
__, Already. Producing Some. 
The Wood River and East St. 
Louis refineries have been pro- 
ducing some 100-octane gasoline, 
but the bulk of blending agents 
used in the refining process were 
not made here, being shipped in 
from other plants. e new equip- 
ment will enable the plants to 
produce blending agents as well 
as a greater volume of base stock, 
making them complete aviation 
gasoline refineries in themselves. 
While production figures are a 
military secret, it may be said the 
three new plants will have a daily 
output of 100-octane gasoline total-

SNOWSTORM PARALYZES TEXAS 
AND OKLAHOMA CATTLE REGION 


14-Inch Fall Results in. Drifts 
8 Feet Deep; Communications

TULSA, Ok., Jan..8 (AP),—The 
southwestern plains cattle country 
was paralyzed by the ‘worst winter 
storm in years today. Oklahoma 
and-the Panhandle of Texas were 
buried under snow blankets rang- 
ing up to 14 inches on the level 
and more than 8 feet in drifts. 

It was the ‘PPanhandle’s worst 
storm in 52 years and Oklahoma's 
worst in 14 years. Amarillo, Tex., 
reported a temperature of four 
Nef and Guymon, Ok., two be- 
ow. 

Communications were disrupted 
in the two states and cattlemen 
feared losses might be tremendous 
because of a-feed shortage. Texas 
officials appealed to Colorado for 
snowplows to open vital roads. 
Colorado was forced to refuse; its 
equipment all was busy at hame. 

The Agriculture Department ord- 
ered 175 carloads of soybean meal 
into the Texas storm area. One 
Texas stockman counted 169 dead 
cattle along a 10-mile stretch of 
highway.

Tanks Help _Infantry- 
men Punch Out Gains 
Around San  Vittore 
and Planes Pound 
Nazi Positions.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Jan. 8 (AP).—American in- 
fantry and tanks, forging relent- 
lessly forward through a maze of 
German fire from every conceiv- 
able fortification, punched into the 
Cassino plain today to follow up 
their victories at San Vittore and 
Mount Porchia. 

The fall of these two enemy 
strongpoints controlling the ap- 
proaches to Cassino, six miles down 
the broadening valley, came at the 
end of days of bitter fighting and 
was announced officially in today’s 


communique, : 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Don Whitehead, with the Fifth 
Army at this sector of the Italian 
front, said the fighting for the 
hump-backed Mount Porchia, 900 
feet high and two miles southwest 
of San Vittore had been of great 
intensity with tanks joining in 
support of the infantry more close- 


than at any time since the bat- 
» Rearend at Salerno, 


Tanks 
‘At times the dueling between 
tanks and the Germans’ antitank 
and self-propelled guns had raged 
so heavily that the ground action 
had to be temporarily halted, he 


wrote, 

He said the Germans poured 
hundreds of shells at the tanks 
over a three-day period but that 
the armored units had bulled their 
way ahead with slight losses. 

They Knocked out pillboxes and 
machine gun nests embedded in 
the base of the mountain and 
plunged onto the Cassino plain 
with ground forces going along. 

Headquarters said the Ameri- 
cans were fighting in the streets 
of Giusto, a small village more 
than half a mile beyond San Vit- 
tore, which was taken Thursday. 

From the captured 3500-foot Mt. 
Maio, in the northern sector of 
the Fifth Army's 10-mile wide of- 
fensive, Allied forces advanced 
500 feet higher through deep snow 
and took a 4000-foot height just 
south of Viticuso, thus starting 
the northern 
aimed at Cassino. 

Nazis Retake One Height. 

Although the Germans recaptured 
Mt, Raimo, north of Viticuso, this 
setback had little bearing on the 
Cassino offensive proper. 

Cassino, 70 miles air-line from 
Rome, now has been brought well 
within range of Allied big guns, 
but ahead of the ground forces 
there stretches a great system of 
defenses which the Germans have 
built in thorough fashion, fortify- 
ing every house in every village 
and farm community along the 
way. 

Ahead of the ground offensive 
ranged American planes, Invaders 
and Warhawks, pounding German 
defense areas to smooth the way 
for advancing troops. American 
heavy bombers slashed at the ar- 
teries feeding German armies on 
both sides of the Adriatic.

Housewives will have virtually the 
same ration buying power as at 
present, when the new token plan 
goes into effect Feb. 27, despite 
slight changes in the total number 
of points available for a month’s 
buying, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration said today. 5 

With the introduction of the 
tokens, which will be worth one 
point in change, food stamps will 
have a uniform value of 10 points. 
This means each family member 
will have 60 points a month for 
meats and fats compared with 64 
at present, and 50 points for pro- 
cessed foods instead of 48, 

Ration buying power would be 
kept on an even keel, OPA said, 
by slight adjustment of point 
values—downward on meats and 
fats and upward on processed 
foods. 

Under the token plan 30 points 
for meats and fats Will become 
valid at the beginning of two- 
week period. Fifty processed food 
points will become valid the first 
of each month,

RISE IN NAZI ARMY 
ILLNESS’ LAID TO 
BOOKLET ON FAKING 


Gestapo Said to Be Investigat- 
ing Pamphlet Circulated 
by the Thousands. 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 8 (AP).—A 
secretly circulated pamphlet _ tell- 
ing how to fake illness has result- 
ed in so much “sickness“ in the 
German Army that the SS, Elite 
Guard is conducting an investiga- 
tion, it was reported today by a 
source with contacts among high 
Nazi officers. 

The instructions, he said, are 
sent out in counterfeited envelopes 
of the National Socialist. (Nazi) 
lottery for invalids. 

“Last winter,” he said, “the per- 
centage of sickness among Ger- 
man soldiers on the Eastern front 
fluctuated between 20 and 25 per 
cent, but during the past two and 
one-half months it has jumped 
more than 10 per cent, 

“This is due to small, printed 
eight-page pamphlets circulating 
throughout the army, telling how 
to fake a hundred ilinesses. They 
are hidden inside replicas of lot- 
tery ticket envelopes. 

“Now it is éstimated in Ger- 
many that one soldier out of every 
five has a copy. 

Swedish doctors who have seen 
the pamphlet describe it as “one 
of the most cunning and perfect 
reference books for faking ill- 
nesses.” 


CURBING FOOD PROFITEERING 
‘ARDUOUS’ JOB, SAYS FDA HEAD 


Huge Sales For War, Lend-Lease 

Create Intricate Problem, Re- 

tiring Official Asserts. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
Roy F. Hendrickson, retiring direc- 
tor of the Food Distribution Ad- 
ministration, said today his agency 
had an “arduous task in preventing 
profiteering by the food industry 
on multi-billion dollar sales of com- 
modities to meet Government war 
and lend-lease requirements. 

“It is difficult,” he said; “to de- 
termine whether participating com- 
panies are obtaining excessive 
profits from Government contracts, 
for the procedure necessary to 
such a determination often is in- 
tricate and involved.” 


U. 5. SUBMARINES 
SINK 10 MORE 
JAPANESE SHIPS 


Total in War 396—Large 
Tanker, Freighter and 
Medium-Sized Trans- 
port Included. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
American submarines’ have de- 
stroyed another 10 ships of the 
steadily dwindling Japanese mer- 
chant fleet. This was reported by 
the Navy today in a communique 
which said the sinkings were ac- 
complished in “Pacific and Far 
Eastern” waters. 

A large tanker and a large 
freighter were included in the 
newly reported bag. Both may be 
considered of Ymportance, for the 
Japanese cargo fleet has been hit 
so badly that barges are being 
used to move men and materials 
among the Pacific islands. 

The new total also included a 
medium-sized tranaport—which 
may have been carrying troops— 
five medium-sized freighters and 
two small freighters. 

With the new sinkings, the score 
for American submarines in Pa- 
cific waters now totals 546 enemy 
ships sunk, probably sunk or dam- 
aged. In that total are included 
several Japanese warships, but the 
greater part is made up of cargo- 
carrying vessels. Definite sinkings 
number 396, and 36 Japanese craft 
probably have béen sunk and 11% 
damaged.

RUSSIAN ASSAULT 
IN DNIEPER BEND 
UALLED GREATEST 
EFFORT OF WAR 


Nazis Say ‘Battle of De. 
cision Is Under Way,’ 
Express Surprise at 
Magnitude of Soviet 
Offensive.

LONDON, Jan.9 (Sunday) (AP), 
—The Russian Second Ukrainiag/ 
Army captured the German 
stronghold of Kirovograd yestey- 
day, endangering the entire Nazi 
position in the Dnieper bend, 
while the First Ukrainian Army 
to the northwest widened its 
spearhead in old Poland and drove 
11 miles nearer Rumania.) 

German units surrendered in 
mass in the battle-torn streets of 
Kirovograd after Gen. Ivan 8S. Ko- 
nev's troops first surrounded them, 
then quickly smashed them into 
submission with a mighty three- 
way drive, said a midnight Mos- 
cow communique recorded by the 
"Soviet monitor. 

Gen, Konev’s troops, completing 
their fourth day of attack, had 
100,000 Germang reeling back in 
retreat as the Russians drove 
ahead as much as $1 miles on an.

Italian Veterans of Last War Offer 
To Tend New U. S., British Graves 


By RELMAN MORIN 

NAPLES, Jan. 5 (AP). — Two 
Italian mutilati—wounded veterans 
of the last war—called today at 
the office of Lt. Col. Carl Kroege, 
director of the Naples area for 
the Allied Military Government, to 
present a petition. 

In a ‘normal day there are al- 
ways at least 12 Italian delega- 
tions with petitions. They want 
to reopen a factory, to obtain per- 
mission to travel to some other 
province, to form a new political 
party, or to hold a meeting. Some- 
times they come to protest the 
requisitioning of a building, or the 
confiscation of an automobile. 

The two former soldiers asked 
for permission to read their re- 
quest. It asked that the Italian 
Wounded War Veterans’ Associa- 
tion be permitted to care for the 
graves of the American and Brit- 
ish soldiers who have died in this 
campaign. 
| “In this way,” the petition said, 


“the people of the United States 
and in England may be forever 
assured that loving hands are tend- 
ing the places where their sons 
lie sleeping.” 

Kroege reminded the two men 
that both the British and Ameri- 
can armies had special sections 
ofganized to bury, mark and regis- 
ter the men who have fallen. But 
the Italians said, and quite rightly, 
that a long time frequently elapses 
before the dead can be removed 
from front line burial grounds and 
properly interred in the larger 
cemeteries, They wanted to see to 
it that real crosses bearing the 
names of the men were placed at 
the heads of the temporary graves 
and that flowers were placed 
there,

try in November. 

Immediate interest focuses _on 
the annual message to Corigress 
which President Roosevelt may de- 
liver in person Tuesday. Capitol 
Hill held the opinion that its 
theme.would be the need for unity 
in pressing home the final blows 
against the Axis. 

Im t Measures Pending. 

Regardless of requests the mes- 
sage may make, a calendar packed 
with important measures will fur- 
nish Congress with one of its live- 
liest sessions in history. Among 
them: 

1. Soldiers’ discharge pay—The 
Senate has passed a_bill providing 
mustering-out pay from $200 to 
$500, dependent on length of serv- 
ice. The House Military Commit- 
tee is expected to act on the bill 
next week, with a lower scale gen- 
erally anticipated. 

2. Soldiers’ vote—A compromise 
may settle the states’ rights fight 
over the question of giving sol- 
diers a vote in the: fall election. 
Under a pending proposal, the Fed- 
eral Government would distribute 
and collect the ballots, but each 
state would decide for itself 
whether they could be counted. 

3. Subsidies—The issue of con-

7. Foreign Relief — The House 
Foreign Affairs Committee plans 
to send to the floor within 10 days 
a measure to provide for financial 
participation by this country in the 
work of the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration. 

8 Business and War—A bitter 
battle over the renegotiation law, 
part of the tax statutes permitting 
the Government to recover war 
profits it deems excessive, will grip 
the Senate soon after it returns. 
The controversy centera around an 
attempt to exempt standard com- 
mercial articles from its provisions. 
' 9 Business in Peace—A detailed 
study will be undertaken by Con- 
gressional committees during the 
year in preparation for the return 
of industry to civilian production. 

Appropriations May Drop. 

10. Spending — The flow of ap- 
propriation measures will start late 
this month. Spending bills last 
year amounted to approximately 
114 billion dollars, but probably will 
amount to less ,this year as a re- 
sult of a belt-tightening economy 
program and a lessening of capital 
outlays for war production. 

11. Price Control — The Office 
of Price Administration will expire 
June 30 unless the Act under 
which it was created is extended. 
The issue is expected to produce 
one of the hottest fights of the 


year. 

12. Army — A plan to create a 
reservoir of military strength as a 
safeguard against future wars will 
be placed before Congress later in 
the year.

HULL TOOK DRAFT OF MOSCOW 
PACT T0 PARLEY, ADVISER SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
went to the Moscow conference 
carrying a draft of the Moscow 
pact in his brief case, James C. 
Dunn, State Department adviser 
on European political relations, 
disclosed tonight. 

In the first of four weekly 
broadcasts, “The State Depart- 
ment Speaks,” over the N. B. C. 
network, Dunn. discussed Amer- 
ican foreign policy with Under- 
secretary of State Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr., Leo Pasvolsky,-spe- 
cial assistant in postwar planning, 
and M, J. McDermott, chief of the 
division of current information. 
Pasvolsky asserted that post- 
war planning had begun in the 
State Department nearly three 
years ago, shortly after the war 
started in Europe. Dunn said that 
three years of general prepara- 
tions On postwar problems enabled 
the department to make final 
preparations for the Moscow con- 
ference which produced the four- 
nation declaration signed by the 
United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and China, 


UrS., BRAZILIAN SHIPS SINK 
GERMAN BLOCKADE RUNNER 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 8 (AP) 
—American planes and warships 
sank a German blockade runner in 
the South Atlantic a few days ago, 
a United States naval attache an- 
nounced here today. The Brazilian 
Government news service, Agen- 
cia Nacional, said Brazilian ships 
and planes yarticipated in the ac- 
tion, 

There was no amplification of 
the brief announcement by the 
naval attache who said he had re- 
celved permission from the Navy 
Department to release the state- 
ment. 

The Agencia Nacional account, 
from Recife, said the ship was 
carrying war supplies to Germany 
from Japan, and an American of- 
ficer was quoted as saying it was 
of the same type as the blockade- 
runner sunk by the British in the 
Bay of Biscay Dec, 27,

We shall estab- 
lish no dynasty In America, but 
neither shall we foolishly deprive 
ourselves of a great leader when 
we need him the most.” 

Hatch praised Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
whose term expires this year, as 
one of the outstanding legisiators 
of the nation, and declared he is 
needed in the Senate, 

Among his listeners was Attor- 
ney General Roy McKittrick who 
is a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Clark's Senate seat. 

“Whatever may be your local 
considerations and conditions, and 
of such I should not speak and 
neither should, nor do, I attempt 
to influence any decision of yours 
at this meeting tonight.” Hatch 
said. “I cannot refrain from say- 


ing as one who served closely with 
him for more than 10 years, Ben- 
nett Clark is an able statesman.”

BY WAR WORKER 


Old-Guard Steamfitters 
Cut Melon From Treas- 
ury Swollen by Fees 
and Dues. 


NEW MEN DENIED 
FULL MEMBERSHIP 


Elite Thereby Able to 
Change By-Laws and 
Fatten Personal Bank 
Accounts. _ 


The 400 old-guard members of 
the AFL Steamfitters Union have 
fattened their personal bank ac- 
counts at the expense of the 
union’s treasury by splitting up 
among themselves at least a quar- 
ter of a million dollars which the 
union exacted from wartime pipe 
workers whom it would not admit 
as full-fledged members, the 
Post-Dispatch was informed yes- 
terday. 

The union treasury had been 
swollen to unprecedented propor- 
tions by the collection of various 
fees and assessments from several 
thousand workmen employed, at 
the peak of war-plant construction 
here, in jobs which would have 
gone to union steamfitters if there 
had been enough union steam- 
fitters to handle the work. 

John F. Burke, secretary-treas- 
urer of the union, Local 562, re- 
fused to discuss the dividend re- 
ceived by the regular union mem- 
bers but would not deny that the 
treasury had been tapped. “It will 
all come out in the wash,” was 
Burke’s only comment. 

Put at $700 Apiece. 

Among the auxiliary members of 
the union—the group of temporary 
war-time pipe workers—the report 
most commonly heard ¥s that the 
dividend amounted to about $700 
for each of the old guard, a total 
of about $280,000 in all. One report 
puts the amount at $500,000. 

To cut the melon it was neces- 
sary for the old guard to amend 
the union’s by-laws pvecause they 
contained a provision that funds 
of the union could not be spent, 
except for routine purposes, with- 
out a unanimous vote of the mem- 
bership, and there was some oppo- 
sition, even within the old guard, 
to this use of the union’s money. 

The wunion’s constitution pro- 
vides, however, that the by-laws 
may be amended by two-thirds 
vote, and the two-thirds necessary 
to eliminate the unanimous vote 
obstacle was readily available. 
After the dividend had been de- 
clared, the old by-law was restored 

Members of the old guard, who 
form what the union knows as its 
. “A Local,” refuse to talk about 
the dividend, having in mind an- 
other provision of the by-laws 
which provides for expulsion of 
any member “who divulges the 
action of this association to cut- 
side parties.” 

An Elite Group. 

And a grade-A membership card 
in Local 562 is a jewel beyord 
price. For a generation the univn 
has restricted its membership to 
. the total of about 400, so that only 
when a member died could another 
be elected. Those so elected were 
favored sons or grandsons of the 
elite, or, in the union’s terminol- 
ogy, the “A men.” 

But while restricting its mem- 
bership, the union was determined 
to claim jurisdiction over all pipe 
fitting and kindred work so, in re- 
cent years, it set up a “B Lwcal,” 
an “M Local,” a “Fabricators 
Local” and a “Service Fitters 
Local.” 

Members of these auxiliary locals 
are entitled to work at the $13-a- 
day rate the A Local had fixed 
for steamfitters, unless an A man 
wants the job an auxiliary happens 
to have, but gained no other priv- 
ileges from the union. They pay 
initiation fees of $25, dues of $2 
a month and an assessment of 50 
cents a day, later cut to 25 cents 
a day. 

At the peak of war-plant con- 
struction, when men who had never 
held a wrench in their hands were 
getting jobs as steamfitters, the 
union issued permit cards which, 
for 50 cents a day, permitted men 
to work at steamfitting. This prac- 
tice was in existence only a few 
months before the international 
union ordered it stopped. 

Effect of Device. 

Nominally, the “B Local” is for 
steamfitters employed on residen- 
tial construction and commercial 
jobs which do not exceed $1000 in 
cost. Nominally the “M ” is 
for maintenance workers} the 
“Service Fitters’ Local” for refrig- 
eration and air-conditioning work- 
ers; the “Fabricators’ Local” for 
those employed in supply houses 
which assemble pipe. 

Actually, during the peak of war- 
plant construction, now ended in 
St. Louis, men from all these locals 
worked at the installation of pipe 
on major jobs, but the device 
adopted enabled the old guard of 
the union to be certain that when 
things returned to normal the new 
men would be ousted and the elite 
would get any work available. 

Some of the B and M men in 
St. Louis are now employed on 
the East Side, where refinery con-: 
struction has created a great de- 
mand for pipe fitters. Virtually 
all the A men are now employed 
there too, attracted by the over- 
time which goes with the 10-hour 
day and seven-day week being 
worked as these refineries are be- 
ing rushed to completion. 

This has left the B and M men 
available for ordinary jobs in St. 
Louis. 

But with the passing of the peak 
in demand for pipe fitters, the B 
and M men have had a taste of 
what to expect when things re- 
turn to normal.

lons. Expansion of operating per- 
sonnel is expected to approximate 
20 per cent at one of the plants, 
but since these newly designed 
cracking units operate largely un- 
der automatic controls, actual num- 
ber of workers to be added will 
not be great. 

Demand for 100-octane gasoline 

in great quantities exists only in 
wartime, Domestic transport 
planes use 91-octane fuel, trans- 
ocean passenger planes being vir- 
tually, the only commercial’ air- 
craft using 100-octane, After the 
war the new plants, which are 
privately owned, could produce 
aviation gasoline of less than 100- 
octane grade, or they could be util- 
ized to improve the quality of 
automobile gasoline, the premium 
grade of which has been 80-octane. 
The plants also could be employed 
in production of raw materials for 
synthetic rubber. 
The new refining units being con- 
structed here are called “cat crack- 
ers,” being catalytic cracking units 
for breaking up the normal mole- 
cular arrangement of petroleum 
and rearranging the molecules to 
obtain desired fuel qualities. More 
than a year is required for con- 
struction of the series of towers, 
heaters, exchangers, pumps, con- 
veyors, interconnecting piping and 
control instruments comprising’ 
such units, which draw their power 
from a refinery’s pumping and 
compression systems. 

Each 100-octane plant differs to 
some extent from other plants, and 
must be tailored to fit into the re- 
finery in which it will operate. 

Hundred-octane gasoline is made 
up of three elements—a base stock, 
a blending agent and tetraethy!] 
lead. Gas oil, which is slightly 
heavier than kerosene, is refined 
from crude oi] and fed into the 
catalytic cracking unit, where the 
petroleum molecules are broken 
down and rearranged, What 
emerges is a high-grade gasoline 
which serves as a base stock for 
100-octane, and a group of gases 
which, when further processed, are 
blended with the base stock to im- 
prove it still more. The final re- 
finement is obtained by adding 
tetraethy] lead. 

Crude oil is brought to St. Louis 
by pipe lines from the East Texas, 
Kansas and Oklahoma wells of the 
Mid-Continent Field. Much of the 
gasoline produced here is shipped 
away by barge. 

Meaning of 100-Octane. 

As used in the phrase 100-octane 
gasoline, octane is a measure of 
antiknock quality. A knocking en- 
gine overheats :and loses power. 
Hundred octane is a superfuel 
which, through stepping up engine 
efficiency, enables airplanes to take 
off more quickly, climb faster, op- 
erate at higher level and carry 
more load. 


Figures on improved perform- 
ance of military planes using 100- 
éctane are secret, but the value of 
this fuel may be judged from one 
airline’s figures on performance of 
a twin-engined commercial trans- 
port plane. Use of 100 instead of 
87-octane improved this plane’s 
rate of climb by 40 per cent and 
cruising speed by eight and one- 
half per cent, raised its service 
ceiling by 27 per cent, and reduced 
the length of takeoff run by 16 
per cent. - 

In\ the Battle of Britain, the 
Royal Air Force had 100-octane 
fuel, most of which was produced 
in the United States, while the 
Lutwaffe flew on 87-octane. This 
13-point difference in grade of fuel 
was the decisive factor, according 
to Geoffrey Lloyd, Great Britain’s 
Petroleum Secretary, who has de- 
clared, “I think we wouldn’t have 
won without 100-octane.”

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Union Officers Indicate 
Men Will Reject Medi- 
ation, Insist U.., S. 
Operate Plants. 


A Federal conciliator tommorrow 
will attempt to work out a settle- 
ment of the strike which virtually 
halted manufacture of piston rings 
for military aircraft yesterday at 
two factories owned by McQuay- 
Norris Manufacturing Co., but of- 
ficers of the CIO United Auto 
Workers of America indicated the 
strikers would reject the concilia- 
tion offer and insist the Govern- 
ment take over operation of the 
plants. 

About 2500 workers who left 
their jobs in the McQuay-Norris 
factories at 2320 Marconi avenue 


.and 3838 Market street are sched- 


uled to meet at 11 o’clock tomor- 
row morning at 5200 Shaw boule- 
vard to discuss the strike situation. 

One of the questions to be de- 
cided at this time is whether the 
workers will send a representative 
to confer with Charles LaValley of 
the United States Department of 
Labor Conciliation Service, and A. 
J. Mummert, vice-president of Mc- 
Quay-Norris, at 2 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon in Mummert’s of- 
fices. Union officers said the 
strikers probably would vote 
against participation in this con- 
ference. : 

The union wired President 
Roosevelt requesting the Govern- 
ment take over operation of the 
two plants pending settlement of 
the wage dispute. The War Labor 
Board in Washington answered 
that no action would be taken on 
a wage appeal until the strike was 
terminated. By way of reply, union 
leaders said one case had been in 
WLB hands more than a year, add- 
ing, “We do not see how the board 
could possibly be any slower in 
handling this case than it has 
been.” 

The strike was precipitated by 
the company’s indefinite suspen- 
sion of Clarence Horner, president 
of Local 231 of the UAW, for “in- 
subordination and mutilation of 
property.” At the back of the 
trouble, however, was a disagree- 
ment over wages and a strike 
vote taken last- Wednesday. 

Mummert said the workers took 
the strike vote because a 5-cent- 
an-hour wage increase had been 
denied last summer by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board. In 
the election, he reported, only 
1504 of the 2675 workers eligible 
to vote cast ballots, and 924 voted 
to strike while 544 voted against 
a strike. 

The company posted notices 
stating that only 34 per cent of 
the workers qualified to vote had 
cast ballots favoring a _  atrike. 
Horner tore down the posters, con- 
tending they misrepresented the 
election result, and to give a true 
picture should have reported that 
61 per cent of those voting fa- 
vored a strike, 

Union representatives said the 
strike authorized by Wednesday’s 
balloting was to have been de- 
ferred until next Thursday in .the 
hope a settlement might be af- 
fected without interference with 
production, but Horner’s suspen- 
sion brought an immediate strike. 


MAYOR INVITES 300 LEADERS) 


TO HELP BACK BOND PROPOSAL 


More than 300 civic, business, 
professional and labor leaders have 
been invited by Mayor Kaufmann 
to attend a meeting at 4 p. m 
tomorrow at Kiel Auditorium, to 
organize a citizens’ committee in 
support of the proposed 36-million- 
dollar municipal bond issue to fi- 
nance a postwar civic improve- 
ment program. 

Plans call for submission of the 
bond issue to the voters in Feb- 
ruary. The aggregate cost of the 
wproposed program is 60 million 
dollars, the balance being available 
from unexpended bond balances. 

Mayor Kaufmann, in letters 
urging the leaders to serve on the 
citizens’ committee, asserted the 
purpose of the program was to im- 
prove and supplement municipal 
facilities and services, and provide 
employment for returning service 
men, 
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Hershey Cautions That 
It Will Not Long Delay 
Calls for Prewar Fa- 
thers. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
Selective Service announced today 
a drastic curb on occupational de- 
ferments for registrants 18 
through 21 years old—a move ex- 
pected to make at least 115,000 
more nonfathers eligible for mil- 
itary service. 


Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Se- 
lective Service Director, said many 
in this group probably would be 
rejected for physical reasons, and 
cautioned against assuming that 
the order, effective Feb. 1, would 
long delay the drafting of prewar 
fathers. 

The 405,680 farm workers in: the 
18-21 age group (397,800 of them 
nonfathers) are not affected, and 
a registrant with an industrial de- 
ferment may retain it if his State 
Selective Service Director author- 
izes the exception. 

Aside from these exceptions, oc- 
cupational defermentg no longer 
will be granted to registrants 
under 22, even if they have critical 
skills, or are fathers. Deferments 
in effect Feb. 1 will be allowed to 
run their course, but will not be 
renewed. 

Student deferments are sharply 
curtailed by the order, though a 
limited number of college stu- 
dents taking scientific or profes- 
sional work are exempted. 

Since the order applies to fathers 
and nonfathers alike, some fathers 
under 22 with occupational skills 
will be called before older non- 
fathers with occupational skills. 
Hershey asserted the older men 
can be assumed to be more valu- 
able. He estimated that there are 
only 10,000 or 11,000 prewar fath- 
ers under 22 years old,

A group of St. Louis business 
men will be among those who will 
present bids to Leo T. Crowley, 
Alien Property Custodian, for 135,- 
000 shares of common stock of the 
American Wine Co., makers of the 
famous Cook’s Imperial Cham- 
pagne, it was learned by the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday.

As disclosed by the Post-Dispatch, 
the stock—controlling interest in 
the 86-year-old St. Louis winery— 
has been owned since 1937 by the 
Henkell wine interests of Germany, 
the firm for which the Nazi For- 
eign Minister Joachim von Ribben- 
trop was salesman before and dur- 
ing his rise as a diplomat. 


Harry Hall Knight, president of 
the firm, toM a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he and other St. Louis 
business men were interested in 
regaining full control of the stock 
and would make an offer for its 
purchase, 

The Henkell firm acquired the

Purchasers Entertained Here. . 

Purchase of the stock was made 
by Karl Henkell, president of the 
German firm,,and his nephew, 
Stephen Karl Henkell, who were 
extensively entertained here by St. 
Louis business men during their 
visit, Knight disclosed. 


The nominal purchaser of the 
stock was the Vinco Co., a Swiss 
firm, controlled by the Henkells. 
St. Louis officers were left in 
charge of the business and in 1939, 
just before the outbreak of the 
war in Europe, Knight said, the 
local men were informed by the 
Henkells that they had sold their 
interest to the Combine Investment 
Corporation, a Delaware corpora- 
tion with offices in New York and 
purportedly financed by Dutch 
capital. 

After the Germans invaded Hol- 
land, the stock of the Combine In- 
vestment Corporation was seized 
by the Federal Government, Knight 
related, to be held as the interest 
of an occupied country. 

An investigation of the Com- 
bine Investment firm was started 
and the Alien Property Custodian 
ruled that the firm was not ac- 
tually financed by Dutch capital 
and was acting merely as a “cloak 
for German interests.” The stock 


cers of the firm were given a 
statement from the Alien Property 
Custodian attesting to the fact that 
they had no knowledge ‘that the 
stock was held at the time for 
German investors. 


Von Ribbentrop’s Hand Seen. 

During the years preceding the 
invasion of the Low Countrius, 
Nazi key men, including Von Rib- 
bentrop, had been investing heav- 
ily of what ostensibly were per- 
sonal funds in firms in other na- 
tions, 

Von Ribbentrop by this time had 
advanced far in his dual capacity 
as a representative of the Henkell 
firm and the builder of an organ- 
ization, known as the Bureau Rib- 
bentrop, which moved in and 
placed its men in key positions in 
the German Foreign Ministry when 
the Nazis siezed power. , 

He had married Anne Henkell, a 
daughter of the president of the 
firm, in 1920, and through his in- 
ternational sales connections in 
later years became an important 
international figure. In 1939 it 
was revealed that Von Ribbentrop, 
through his agents, had also in- 
vested about three million outside 
Germany. 

As far as he could tell, Knight 
said, none of the money investéd 
here was Von Ribbentrop’s. The 
Henkells told him that the invest- 
ments: they were making were 
from funds that had been given 
special permission to take out of 
Germany, he said. At the time it 
was a crime under Nazi law, pun- 
ishable by death, to take German 
capital out of the country without 
special permission. 


While the Henkells were here, 


Knight recalled that the Von Rib- 


bentrop marriage into the Henkell 
family was mentioned. Knight said 
he came to believe from the Hen- 
kells’ remarks that they disliked 
Von Ribbentrop and disapproved 
of Anne Henkell’s marriage to 
him. 
Firm Originated in 1859. 

The American company was 
founded by Isaac Cook Sr. in 1859 
for the purpose of manufacturing 
champagne “equal to the best 
French product,” and its compari- 
son with imported wines was the 
subject of frequent discussions by 
connoisseurs,

Total shrinkage in the stock in 
the last 10 days amounted to about 
$1,242,000. A total of 73,100 shares 
is outstanding with a nominal val- 
ue of $50 a share. The stock ‘stood 
at $47 ten days ago, and the best 
bid yesterday was $30 with no 
takers. ya 

J. G. Sheaffer, } president of the 
East Side concern, said in letters 
to 1100 stockholders the reduction, 
effective last Thursday, may force 
the company to reduce or discon- 
tinue dividends. 

The company has applied for a 
rehearing and pending a decision 
as to whether this will be granted, 


expected by Feb. 7, the disputed 
rates will be impounded. Sheaffer 
said it would be decided at a meet- 
ing of the board of directors in 
March whether to reduce or dis- 
continue dividends, which have 
been paid at the rate of $1 per 
share quarterly. 

The reductien order is based on 
the contention of the Department 
of Agriculture that the valuation 
of the stockyards for rate-making 
purposes is $3,900,000, rather than 
the 11-million valuation set by the 
company. 

The department arrived at its 
valuation figure after hearings 
which took place between Novem- 
ber, 1940, and March, 1941. In his 
letter to stockholders, Sheaffer 
said the valuation was “far below 
our idea” and that the change in 
yardage and feed rates would 
“seriously affect the earnings of 
the company.”

Mother, Visiting Here, Gets 
News—Father Was Cotton 
Broker in St. Louis. 


Lt. George 8. Tiffany Jr., U. 8. 
N., member of a prominent for- 


mer St. Louis family, was one of 
the 30 men known to have lost 
their lives when the Navy patrol 
ship, St. Augustine, sank after col- 
liding with a merchant ship in 
heavy seas 60. miles off Cape May, 
night, members 
of his family learned yesterday. 
Harry Hall ght, brother-in- 
law of It, Tiffany, said that the 
officer’s mother had been in- 
formed by another son, Lt. Philip 
8. Tiffany, U. 8. N., that one of 
the bodies recovered from the sea 
was that of his brother. The 
mother has been visiting in St. 
Louis, staying at the Park Plaza 
Hotel. 
Paul Jones of the Fairmont Ho- 
tel, president of the Acu-Rule 


in-law, Lt. Comdr. Parker C. Hatch 
of Hingham, Mass., who, he said, 
was commanding officer of the 
St. Augustine. Hatch and Miss 
Virginia Lee Jones, of Mary Insti- 
tute class of 1918, were married 
here in 1920 and they have three 
daughters. a 

. Jones said he had learried that 
survivors saw Comdr. Hatch on 
the bridge, where he remained un- 
til the men had been evacuated, 
and that Hatch then jumped, clear- 
ing the wreckage, but had not 
been reported either as rescued or 
missing. 

The St. Augustine, once a $1,250,- 
000 pleasure yacht on which Bar- 
bara Hutton was a frequent guest, 
sank within 45 seconds after the 
collision, Na officers said. 
Thirty-two survivors were taken 
from the ocean by Coast Guard 
rescue vessels in addition to the 
bodies recovered. The patrol craft 
had a peacetime complement of 
28, but its wartime crew was 
much larger. The Navy did not 
disclose whether others were miss- 
ing and is withholding the names 
of the identified dead until next 
of kin has been notified. 

Lt. Tiffany, 37 years old, was the 
son of the late George Shepley 
Tiffany and Mrs. Marie Scanlan 
Tiffany, who lived until 1934 at 
Conway and Woods Mill roads, St. 
Louis County. His father had con-

Teachers, Principals and 
Others to Constitute 
Group to Make Re- 


vision in System. | 


Organization of a councils of 
teachers, principals and adminis- 
trative officers of the St. Louis 
public schools to revise the courses 
of study to meet immediate and 
postwar needs, was announced 
yesterday by Philip J. Hickey, act- 
ing Superintendent of Instruction, 

fe will be the first time in 17 
years. that a revision of this mag- 
nitude has been undertaken, 
Hickey said, adding that St. Louis 
is the first. large city to approach 
the problem in this democratic 
way. 

The customary procedure, he 
said, is to employ a Director of 
Curriculum to formulate courses 
of study, a practice tending to 
eliminate suggestions and criti- 
cism on the part of the teachers. 
The system to be used here, which 
was worked out by Hickey and his 
assistants, will permit a large 
number of teachers to participate 
in the planning. 

Philosophy of Education. 
Among the important tasks be- 


+ fore the council will be the draw- 


ing up in a concise form of*a 
philosophy of education for the 
St. Louis schools, 

“It will be short enough to be 
contained on aé_ single page,” 
Hickey said, “and it will try to 


answer the question, What are we 
doing?” 

Three problems relating to im- 
mediate-needs, Hickey said, are: 

(1 development of cours- 
es designed to give students a 
background in intercultural rela- 
tionships, -especially between 
white persons and Negroes in 
this country and between North 
and South Americans. 

(2) Development of courses in 
ethics with the objective of en- 
couraging character traits 
in the pupils. A program such as 
this has long been advocated by 
woman’s be and  Parent- 
Teacher Associations, 

(3) The problem of retraining 
war workers and returning serv- 
ice men in time pursults. 

“This is a tremendous and per- 
haps the biggest immediate prob- 
lem,” Hickey said: “We'll need just 
as large a program to retrain these 
persons as we have to train them 


for wartime activities. It is a prob-| : i 


lem that is already upon us, We 
have two discharged casualties 
taking vocational work at the pres- 
ent time,”

The council, which has been 
designated the “Course of Study 
Council” and which met for the 
first time last Friday, is made up 
of 10 representatives of the ele- 
mentary schools, including a repre- 
sentative of the special schools;

Likewise, the huilding of high- 
ways has been considered a state 
function since 1920, but oi the sub- 
ject of purely local governmental 
services, the state has been aloof, 
requiring that they be carried on 
solely by local taxation. 

Supporters’ Premise, 

Advocates of the change accept 
the theory that the whole people 
of the state have the responsibility 
of the welfare of the whole people 
and that public revenues must be 
obtained where the wealth is found, 
that prosperous communities must 
provide not only for themselves but 
for the poorer communities. 

The practical working out of 
the theory, in which the proposal 
under consideration is but a step, 
would require, for instance, that 
St. Louis, St. Louis County and 
Jackson County (Kansas City) 
contribute very extensively to the 
support of counties and ‘smaller 
cities and towns of the state. —

More Pork: Civilians will get 
about 15 per cent more pork dur- 
ing the 12-month period ending 
next Oct. 1 than the record vol- 
ume consumed during 1942, the 
year before meat rationing started, 
if the Government carries through 
an allocation plan proposed by the 
Food Distribution Administration. 
This would give civilians 8,805,100,- 
000 -ounds, compared with 7,740,- 
000,000 in 1942. 

However, . civilian supplies of 
beef would be reduced under the 
plan from the 7,903,000,000 pounds 
in. 1942 to 6,707,400,000. A larger 
part of the beef supply will go to 
the armed forces. 


Food Subsidies: A congres- 
gional compromise on food subsi- 
dies is definitely in the wind, with 
Senate Democratic leaders count- 
ing heavily on the President's 
state-of-the-union message to give 
it the final push. A formula hasn't 
been found, but the tilt of Senate 
sentiment is toward abolishing 
price roll-backs on meats and but- 
ter and the milk subsidy, with a 
dozen or more other key price con- 
trol and support subsidies to be re- 
tained. 


Mustn’t Say the Word: The 
word “subsidy” will appear less 
frequently in future Govern- 
ment pronouncements, especially 
about farm and food programs. 
The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics polled corn-belt farmers 
and found somewhat less than a 
third questioned disapproved of 
Government payments when la- 
beled subsidies, but few objected 
when they were identified as pro- 
duction or incentive payments. 


Who Gets the First Ones?: Of- 
ficials blueprinting the reconver- 
sion of industry to normal produc- 
tion admit they’re stumped over 
a method of giving all companies 
an even start in the race for post- 
war markets.

HE soldier probably hit the 
nail on thé head when he 
suggested that it was easier

When a man puts 
on an 0Oofficer’s uniform he 
doesn’t discard his civilian re- 
spect for baseball heroes. And 
if the boys who sent the let- 
ters of complaint had met Terry 
Moore at the jungle outpost 
while iistening to the world 
series, they probably would have 
admitted to Terry that it was a 
shame that he couldn’t get away 
to see the world series, after his 
brilliant performance in base- 
ball’s October classic only «a 
year before. But that’s a soldier 
for you.

Professionals’ Antagonism 
May Boil Up to the Surface. 


The two-day session at the Stevens Hotel

Bricker, because of his caution and lack, of 
a positive program, has failed to click even 
with the professional politicians and business 
men who have been impressed by his Repub- 
lican ‘dependability’ as contrasted with 
Willkie’s truculent independence. Evidence 
is accumulating that Senator Taft is being 
held in reserve for the later balloting should 
Bricker fail to make a showing in the con- 
vention. 

Willkie has had and will continue to have 
the advantage in the preconvention campaign 
for delegates. Fourteen states have presi- 
dential primaries and in four others, pri- 
maries are optional. The first will be in 
New Hampshire on March 14, when the Re- 
publicans will select 11 delegates and the 
Democrats 10. New Mexico will have the 


first Republican State convention—on Feb. 


12—to select eight delegates. 

Willkie’s formal annouscement of his

They receive $872 a year, 
under a _ constitutional provision 
limiting the total salaries paid to

| $37, 500 a year. 


Political Division Known, 


While the elections are on a non- 
partisan basis, the political division 
is generally known. The present 
division is 26 Republicans, 17 Dem- 
ocrats. In the first session in 1937 
the Democrats held their only ma- 
jority, with 22 members. At that 
session a Republican was elected 
Speaker. Republicans held 23 
seats in 1939 and 26 in 1941. There 
have been four regular unicameral 
sessions so far. One special ses- 
sion was convened in 1940. Regu- 
lar sessions are held biennially. 

According to Nebraskans, the 
outstanding advantages of the one- 
house system are that it centralizes 
responsibility on the 43 members, 
eliminates “buck passing” and 
makes for more careful drafting 
and consideration of bills and a 
much improved committee system.

In debate, I said I was 
confident of the support of at least the 
St. Louis and St. Louis County members 
because most of them were publicly 
pledged to abolish this damnable and 
odious practice. 
being attacked in debate by the so-called 
“honorable members” of the House, I 
demanded a roll gall. Only one of the 
21 members from St. Louis and S8t. 
Louis County stood with me. Your pa- 
per exposed this situation in full detail 
last summer, 

You cannot trust the Legislature to 
correct this bad situation. It will never 
do so. That ig certain, and Mr. Betts

If this secrecy is abolished, special- 
privilege seekers, such as the small loan 
companies, utilities, etc. will have hard 
sledding.

The Curse of Mikadoism 


In Chicago recently, Joseph, C. Grew, distin- 
guished and respected diplomat who was for 
many years prior to Pearl Harbor our Ambassador 
to Tokyo, made a speech in which he recorded 
this opinion: Emperor-worship might well be 
a device for keeping peace in the warlike island, 
and is not “the root of all evil in Japan.” He 
defended Hirohito with the statement that “the 
Emperor did his best to restrain his high com- 
mand.” 

Grew’s suggestion that “a peace-seeking ruler 
not controlled by the military” could be an asset 
to the Allies and to their intense interest in an 
untroubled Pacific is obviously founded on ob- 
servation of the Japanese and their queer design 
for living during his residence in Tokyo. It is 
also something more than a trial balloon for the 


- State Department. A White Paper, published with 


questionable timing three days after the Cairo 
Declaration pledged annihilation of Japan’s mar- 
tial might, was little more than an apology for 
Hirohito, 

This record of the precarious diplomatic gam- 
bits and checkmates in which we engaged with 
Japan before December, 1941, tells how the Mi- 
kado is supposed to have ordered his “war lords” 
to avoid war with the United States, even though 
it had been in prospect at least since the writing 
of Tanaka Memorial. The State Department story 
continues: 

Just before the fall of the preceding Cabinet 
(that of Prince Konoye), Mr. Grew reported, 
the Emperor, in a conference with the lead- 
ing members of the Privy Council and of the 
armed forces, inquired “if they were prepared 
to pursue a policy which would guarantee 
that there would be no war with the United 
States.” 

The Army and Navy. representatives did 
not reply to the question, so the Emperor, 
“with a reference to the progressive policy 
pursued by the Emperor Meiji, his grand- 
father, in an unprecedented action ordered, 
the armed forces to obey his wishes.” 

It is logical to suspect, then, that present 
Washington policy—presumably with the approval 
of the British Foreign Office—is that of defeat- 
ing the military caste of Japan and calling upon 
a “peace-loving” Hirohito to form a new govern- 
ment. This concept of-a benevolent Shintoism, 
under which men still worship an Emperor whose 
person is divine, has been advanced pfivately in 
this country for many months. It was first pub- 
licly expressed by Representative Will Rogers Jr. 
in a San Francisco speech, which suggested the 
possibility of using Hirohito as an Allied puppet. 
At that time, this newspaper commented: 


What safety can there ever be in hereditary 
monarchy when even a ruler with a fairly 
enlightened point of view. is nothing but the 
tool of the faction In power? . .. The re- 
ligious zeal of Japanese loyalty and patriot- 
ism must be broken, and through the Em- 
peror, if humanism is ever to penetrate to 
the Nipponese themselves. 

This is the view held by those who must live 
as neighbor to the ambitious, power-tipsy Japa- 
nese, for 50 years the Far East’s arch-aggressors 
beginning with the reign of the “progressive” em- 
pire-builder, Meiji. In the Nov. 1 issue of Con- 
temporary China, published by the Chinese News 
Service, an article entitled, “The Mikado Must 


. Go,” presented a thorough analysis of Shintoism 


as the fountainhead of fanatical Japanese war- 
mongering: 

The evils of the Mikado system cannot be 
undone merely .by removing Hirohito and 
putting another on the throne. The system 
itself must be abolished, in order that the 
Japanese people may have a chance... 
to manage their own country's. affairs. 

Above all, it must be emphasized that there 
is no peace settlement or agreement possible 

-with the Japanese people as long as the 
Mikado stands in the way. The fairy-tale 
of the Sun Goddess and the mumbo-jumbo of 
Shinto are both used to support the fiction 
of a divine Emperor leading a nation in a 
holy war to bring the whole world under his 
rule. There is no better antidote to such 
poisonous indoctrination than the removal of 
uct Mikado, the nucleus of the entire fabri- 
cation. 


Dr. Sun Fo, President of the Legislative Yuan 


of China, ig quoted in the article, as follows: 


The Japanese empire must be overthrown 
and a Japanese republic set up in its place. 
The Japanese people. . . will never be able 
to go their own way, so long as the Emperor 
remains a divine institution and the cult of 
Emperor worship a state religion. 


This is the opinion of many men who know 


the Nipponese as well as, or better than, former 

Ambassador Grew. 
W. C. Lamott, former instructor in a Japanese 

college, wrote recently in Asia Magazine: 


The belief in a divine Emperor, descended 
from the gods, one of an imperial line des- 
tined to rule Japan upon ages eternal, will 
always be a stumbling block'to the establish- 
ment of a government in which we can place 
confidence. 


This, too, is the view of Hallett Abend, who 


knows Japanese culture and duplicity, as he has , 


shown in the book he has written about them, 
It is the conclusion of Assistant Fortune Maga- 
zine Editor Eliot Janeway, as expressed in Asia 
Magazine. “The peace of the Pacific” he sees 
as lost, “so long as Japanese militarism can feed 
off the poison generated by the dynasty.” 

The New York Times, in its comment on Mr, 
Grew’s Chicago speech in which he defended the 
Mikado concluded: “Anything resembling defense 
of Shinto and the Japanese Emperor seems out of 
place While our forces in the Pacific are fighting 
against everything they symbolize.” 

Whether or not Hirohito pleaded for peace in 
1941 is unimportant. It was three years after 
his enthronement that Manchuria was invaded. 
His wars were as holy and his mythological 
sword as sacred during the Battle of Shanghai 
and the rape of Nanking. His people have had no 
taste of defeat since. Meiji’s time. At Shinto 
shrines they worship not only the Emperor, but 
pay homage to their own superiority to all other 
races of the world. For Hirohito, god-on-earth, 
divine’ to his people past any Western powers 
of comprehension, men battle and die with a 
zeal that bleeds our armies, our navies and two- 
thirds of a justly vengeful China. 

Do we not plan to uproot Nazism, the national 
religion of Germany, destroy its toxic fruit and 
apply the treatment of democracy as well as dis- 
armament to those who have fed on and been 
frenzied by it? It is inconceivable that we should, 
at the same time, nurture in Japan a far more 
virulent system, one that has been the terror of 
the East for two generations. 


A Court Plan Foe’s Sensible View. 


Do opponents of the Missouri non-partisan court 
plan want to turn the Constitutional Convention 
into a prolonged brawl by making a bitter-end 
stand against that plan for selecting Judges? Or 
will they acknowledge the hopelessness of their 
fight, repudiate any idea of rule-or-ruin tactics 
and let the convention get on with ite important 
business? 

John Robison, delegate from De Kalb County, 
is one of the plan’s most vigorous opponents. 
However, he has thought the problem through, 
and has decided that the convention’s success 
comes ahead of his views on the court plan. Much 
as he wants the plan abolished or changed, he is 


‘against any fight that will discredit the conven- 


tion in the public eye and so jeopardize its work. 

Mr. Robison notes that the people of Missouri 
have twice indorsed the plan by their votes, and 
that in his senatorial district, it got seven times 
as many ballots as he got for convention dele- 
gate. As a matter of fact, the same trend was 
shown on a Statewide basis. In the 1942 election, 
the court plan received a majority of 172;511 and 
the convention call a majority of 100,724. With 
the court reform so strongly supported, it would 
be a bfazen defiance of the popular will for its 
opponents to sacrifice the convention’s success 
to their antagonism toward this reform. 

Mr. Robison has given hig colleagues a first- 
class piece of advice. 
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When Labor Exploits Workers 


The action of a number of states last year in 
enacting laws described by union leaders as anti- 
labor should have been a warning to the hide- 
bound members of the Steamfitters’ Union who 
have engaged in the outrageous exploit of divid- 
ing among themselves a quarter of a million 
dollars, or more, paid into their treasury in good 
faith by other workers in their own trade. 

Unfortunately, there are Bourbons in labor as 
well as among capitalists, and Bourbons do not 
learn, 

The war boom multiplied many times the num- 


ber of men employed in the St. Louis area at . 


jobs falling generally in the jurisdiction of the 
steamfitters. It is understandable that the 
union, an AFL affiliate, should have wished to 
keep a measure of control over wages and work- 
ing conditions in this greatly expanded field. Per- 
haps the only way to do this was to associate the 
new workers in some way with the union, if only 
on a. temporary. basis. 

The initiation fees of $25, dues of $2 a month 
and assessments of at first 50 cents and later 
25 cents a day were paid by the new workers 
in order to establish and maintain their stand- 
ing as union members. Inquiry by the Post- 
Dispatch has disclosed that when the treasury 
bulged with close to a million dollars, the 400 or 
so older, permanent members of the union, hav- 
ing fixed things so they retained control, dipped 
out a fat slice to split up and put into their own 
pockets. 

This is a betrayal of a mass of workers by a 
top layer of workers, an evil akin to those cited 
in support of the strict union-regulating laws 
passed last year in Kansas, Texas and Colorado, 


One thing those laws undertook was to require 
publicity, or at least official reports, of union 
finances for the very purpose of preventing 
such indefensible actions as that now disclosed. 

When a labor organization indulges in such a 
practice, it becomes its own enemy. 
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Georgia Waives the Poll Tax 


Georgia's waiver of the ‘poll tax as a prerequil- 
site to voting by soldiers, in the soldier-vote 


, Statute enacted by its Legislaturd last week, gives 


that State a precedent both in law and in popular 
thinking for eventual abolition of this barrier to 
the democratic ideal of universal suffrage. 

When it becomes apparent, through first-hand 
experience, that nothing ig going to come of the 
dire predictions made by those who oppose re- 
peal of the poll tax requirement, opinion should 
be influenced in favor of making the waiver uni- 
versal and permanent. When the thousands of 
soldiers return to the State, having had the 
privilege of voting without being required to 
pay for it, it seems likely that the weight of 
their opinion also will be strongly thrown in 
support of repeal of the poll tax requirement. 
Georgia’s waiver ig a good augury of poll tax 
reform there and in the seven other states where 
the dollar mark still sullies the ballot. 
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A Freedom on Trial 


What is the net effect of Postmaster General 
Frank Walker’s order rescinding Hsquire’s second- 
class mailing privileges? 

It does not change the figure of the Varga girl. 
It does not stay the artist’s brush, slash the 
canvas to which he applies it, or remove the pin- 
up beauty from the magazine itself. 

What Walker’s arbitrary action, if the courts 
uphold it, will accomplish is this: The imposi- 
tion of a fine of $500,000 a year upon a publica- 
tion, and that by a man who doés not wear the 
robe, hold the gavel or sit upon the bench. 

It is not the Varga girl, hussy or heroine, who 
has suddenly acquired, through Walker’s unmis- 
takable persecution, so many angry champions. 
It is @ thing we call freedom of the press. It is 
the right of painter or writer to practice his 
art in honor and without intimidation so long 
as he is not guilty of proved and flagrant pub- 
lic corruption. It is the right of a publication 
to serve the public interest, intellect, curiosity or 
taste, unintimidated by civil censorship and guard- 
ed by the same principles that let a man choose 
his own way of life and speak his own mind. It 
is freedom from the pinched judgment of any 
single arbiter of what constitutes art or litera- 
ture, 

Some time before late February, when Walker's 
order takes effect, District of Columbia courts 
will decide on its validity. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral himself reversed the decision of a three-man 
board he appointed to pass on the magazine's art, 
and after weeks of farcical testimony and hear- 
ings that added up td the best publicity the Varga 
creature ever got. It is a sorry kind of mockery 
that one of our basic liberties should be abridged 
in such a fashion, It is not Esquire’s breaches of 
taste, but certain inalienable rights of press and 
public, that are at issue,

A Peiry Charge Gathers Dust 


Department of Justice has failed to follow SEC's recommendation 


for prosecution of former president of the North American Co.; 


Pablic aS 


he denied testimony of others that he knew of Union Electric slush 
fund; writer criticises explanation of Federal agency's inaction, 


Miles McMillin in the Progressive, Madison, Wis. 


Marquis Childs, Washington correspond- 
ent for the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, has 
uncovered news of great significance to 
those who have followed the recent charges 
made by Frank J. Boehm, former $54,000-a- 
year vice-president of the Union Electric 
Co. of ‘Missouri, that the North American 


Co., giant utility holding concern, had used , 


a five-million-dollar slush fund to influence 
elections and utility legislation throughout 
the United States. 

Childs reported that in October, 1942, the 
Securities and Exchange Commission rec- 
ommended to the United States Department 
of Justice that James F. Fogarty, former 
president of the North American Co., be 
prosecuted for perjury. The SEC's evidence 
and recommendation have been gathering 
dust in the Justice Department’s inactive 
files since then. 


Corruption in Missouri 


The SEC’s recommendation was the re- 
sult of an exhaustive study made of the 
testimony of Fogarty and other witnesses 
in the trial of Louis H. Egan, who was con- 
victed of violating the corrupt practices 
section of the Holding Company Act while 
president of Union Electric, a subsidiary of 
North American. 

At the trial, Fogarty contradicted the 
testimony of Boehm and other former em- 
ployes of Union Biectric to the effect that 
North American officials not only had 
knowledge of Union Electric's use of a 
$600,000 slush fund, but had made such ac- 
tivities compulsory and had urged officials 
of the Missouri subsidiary to perjure them- 


' gelves at the time the company was under 


fire from the SEC, 

Boehm recently renewed the charges 
made at the trial when he instituted a $24,- 
500,000 damage suit against North Ameri- 


can and many of its present and past 
officers in the St. Louis Circuit Court. In 
his petition, Boehm charged that his su- 
periors had made him the scapegoat in a 
conspiracy to manipulate the financial af- 
fairs of the North American empire. 

The Department of Justice has refused 
to comment on the status of the case filed 
against Fogarty other than to say that it 
had been referred to the United States At- 
torney at St. Louis, Harry C. Blanton. War- 
time conditions, according to Blanton, have 
made prosecution impossible since much of 
the SEC personnel familiar with the case 
has gone into the armed services. 


Fogarty Denies Everything 


Fogarty, who was president of North 
American from 1934 to 1939—the years dur- 
ing which Union Electric carried on its 
most intensive campaign of corruption— 
maintained an attitude of complete inno- 
cence all during the Egan trial, denying 
that he had any knowledge whatsoever of 
the complicated system of kick-backs and 
the other ingenious devices used by Union 
Electric to raise and distribute its slush

The Government seems al- 
ways to have an abundance of man power 
to investigate and prosecute obscure and 
penniless individuals who violate, inten- 
tionally or otherwise, the hundred thousand 
and one laws that govern them today. 

But there doesn’t seem to be anyone who 
knows or who can learn enough to prose- 
cute men like Fogarty. 


A Dangerous Illusion About the Mikado

Many who follow Asiatic affairs—includ- 
ing y who are officials appointed by 
Mr. Roosevelt when he was the leader of 
the New Deal—have begun to fear that a 
drive to restore monarchy will be applied 
to Asid@. This means that when the time 
comes for London and Washington to im- 
provise a policy for reconstructing Japan, 
there is a real danger that we may start 
with Hirohito. 

These observers recall how the State De- 
partment and the President believed, be- 
tween the First World War and this one, 
that the Japanese business men were not 


only liberal but potent, and that by build-| 


ing on them we should avoid war with 
Japan. 

In this view, the Emperor and the dynasty 
have now replaced the liberal business men 
as Washington's No. 1 illusion about Japan. 
For they know that the root from which 
Japanese militarism refreshes itself is the 
Emperor and the dynasty, although the 
President and the State Department seem 
to regard both as more sacred than any 
liberal Japanese do, 

To uphold the Japanese dynasty at the 
end of this war, to try to build for peace 
on it, is more than a crazy and foredoomed 
adventure. If is little less than a declara- 


‘tion of the Third World War against China 


and Russia, who know that the peace of 


the Pacific will never be safe so long as 
Japanese militarism can feed off the poison 
generated by the dynasty. 

But, even more than this, it would be a 
renunciation of the mandate from the Fly- 
ing Tigers and the Marines and every Amer- 
ican who sacrificed anything, including his 
life, in this war. Balkan Kings may be 
just funny in Kansas, but Hirohito isn’t.

The Early Life of Santayana, 
Molded by Spain and Boston 


“Persons and Piaces,”’ by George Santayana. (Charies 
Seribner’s Sous, New York.) 


To this introspective autobiography, Mr. 
Santayana gives a subtitle: “The Back- 
ground of My Life.” Any one of the theu- 
sands of Santayana’s admirers, realizing 
that his life-has been charmingly and fruit- 
fully mental, will expect to find here much 
of the same qualities—minor emphasis on 
facts but much on their implications. There 
will be no disappointment for them except 
that the book is too short, 

The philosopher stops at the end of his 
college years with a line that promises « 
continuation and suggests how he feels 
about his book and about his life: “The 
curtain drops here, to rise presently on 
those other scenes.” To him, his physical 
existence has been a drama of which his 
mind is the critical interpreter. 


On Jan. 1, 1864, he was christened, in the 
parish church of San Marcos in Madrid, 
Jorge Agustin Nicolas de Santayana. His 
father was a retired minor official who, 
while stationed in the Philippines, had met 
his future wife. His mother was the daugh- 
ter of a former Governor of one of the 
smaller islands. She was left an orphan 
there with no money, no white friends te 
help her. But her force of character, of 
that character that one feels casting «a 
somber but warming reflection all through 
this book, brought her through the crisis. 

This marriage, with all the elements dea 
to a novelist, should have made a romance: 
it made George Santayana, not only in 
biological sense, but in the philc 
temperamental, psychic sense. - 

The true Spanish temperament, so dif 
ent from what Americans, fed—if not f 
up—on romances, think it is, has shag 
Santayana. He has lived in America, 
has absorbed the world and therefore as 
Spaniard he can understand us.

“The Saratoga can be lethal 
when given the opportunity,” said 
Adm. William Frederick Halsey in 
a recent message of congratula- 
tions to the old carrier he once 
commanded, 

And Adm, Frederick Sherman, 
who carried his flag on the Sara- 
toga, described her recent opera- 
tions as the most successful since 
the battle of Midway. 

All this is sweet revenge, and 
plain justice, to the 3000 men of 
the Saratoga who were subjected 
to rude jest for several months 
when she was comparatively idle 
and seemingly content to ride out 
the war in comfort and safety. 
During those months the Saratoga 
leisurely swung her anchor in vari- 
ous ports around the South Pacific. 
Occasionally she cruised forth for 
firing practice, but not once did 
she fire a shot in anger. 


“Waldorf of Pacific.’ 

On the absurd theory that she 
was timid and goldbricking, the 
Saratoga was nicknamed the Re- 
luctant Dragon and the Pond Lily. 
She also was labeled the Model 
Housing Project because she 
housed the largest population of 
any American warship, her cuisine 
was excellent, and her tenants 
hardly ever had to move. If you 
can imagine torpedoes mixing with 
the guests at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
the Saratoga could have been 
called the Waldorf of the Pacific. 

But there was more to all this 
than met the eye. The Saratoga 
was leading a sheltered, protected 
life because she was temporarily 
unexpendable. She not only was 
the largest and oldest carrier the 
United States had, but for some 
time she was indispensable to suc- 
cess in the Pacific. 

“For many months you were the 
mainstay,” Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz now says in lifting the veil 
of secrecy from the Saratoga. 
“And assuch you set a high stand- 
ard for your sister ships.” 

When the war with Japan start- 
ed, the United States had seven 
earriers plus the oil carrier Lang- 
ley, converted into a seaplane ten- 
der, Then we lost them all, except 
for the Saratoga, Enterprise and 
Ranger. 

Today we have scores of carriers, 
jlarge, medium and small escort 
types, with hundreds more to come 
if the war lasts long enough. In 
this renaissance of our carrier 
force, the backbone of any navy 
that has to cross the Pacific to

At this writing, the most important 
and dangerous assignment ever 
handed to the Saratoga was that 
performed under the direction of 
Adm. Halsey and R. Adm. Sher- 
man, on Nov, 5, 1943. 

Sneaking down from Truk, a 
large Japanese task force of cruis- 
ers and destroyers had assembled 
in strongly fortified Simpson Haf- 
bor at Rabaul, New Britain, with 
a view to striking at our marines 
who were struggling to gain a 
foothold at Empress Augusta Bay, 
Bougainville, there to build an air- 
field to strike at Rabaul. Our Ma- 
rines were having a tough time 
and, had they been hemmed in by 
gea as well as by land, would have 
been in dire straits. 

But the Saratoga, aided by a 
gmaller carrier, routed and crip- 
pled the Japanese task force and 
sent it reeling back to Truk while 
the Marines landed reinforcements 
to consolidate their Bougainville 
holdings. 

“Here is our chance for another 
Pearl Harbor,” the flyers of the 
Saratoga had been told on the 
morning of the attack by their 
skipper, Capt. John Cassaday. And, 
in some particulars, the attack on 
Rabaul was more devastating than 
the attack upon Pearl Harbor. 
Sara's air group hit six enemy 
heavy cruisers with bombs and 
torpedoes, and one cruiser ex- 
ploded.: Two light cruisers were hit, 
one by bombs only, another by both 
bombs and torpedoes. Two de- 
stroyefs were torpedoed, others 
thoroughly machine-gunned, Twen- 
ty-four enemy planes were defi- 
nitely destroyed and an additional 
22 probably destroyed. In this de- 
‘ cisive action, in which the second 
carrier's air group also played a 
heroic rgje, only two Saratoga 
planes were lost, although many 
planes returned like birds full of 
buckshot. 

Six days later the Sara sent her 
planes back into Rabaul to finish 
the job begun Nov. 5. This time 
weather conditions were almost 
impossible, but nevertheless sev- 
eral Japanese ships were hit. One 
TBF did not return from the ac- 
tion. One fighter plane was lost 
but its pilot was rescued, There 
was little contact with enemy 
planes, the Japanese relying main- 
ly on ack-ack, 

In conjunction with our capture 
of the Gilberts, the Sara made her 
next major strike. One of the

Prior to Rabaul and the Gil- 
berts the Saratoga, on Nov, 1-2, 
had launched four attacks on 
Buka and Bonis airfields, putting 
them out of commission as our 
Marines were landing on Bougain- 
ville, That was the beginning of 
nine strikes in 19 days, setting a 
record for any American carrier. 

On Pearl Harbor Day the Sara- 
toga was in San Diego, lading 
planes and pilots for Pearl and 
points west. The loading job was 
finished over night and the Sara- 
toga sped out to Pearl and then on 
to Midway, where a Marine squad- 
ron was delivered. The Sara. passed 
two Christmas days on the Inter- 
national Date Line. She actually 
got within half a day’s steaming 
distance of Wake before being or- 
dered back. 

At the historic Battle of Midway 
the Saratoga arrived at the scene 
as the action was under way and, 
on June 8, Admiral Fletcher trans- 
ferred his flag from the cruiser 
Astoria to the Saratoga. Since the 
Japanese were already on the run, 
the Saratoga rendered only sup- 
porting action. 


In Guadalcanal Battle. 


On July 7:the Saratoga began 
a cruise which was to keep her at 
sea for the record length of 62 
days, during which she partici- 
pated in two of the most im- 
portant battles of the war. Spear- 
heading, the attack upon 
canal, the Sara saw her first 
major action on Aug. 7 when her 
air group flew more than 600 hours 
and registered 233 landings. Com- 
mander Don Felt, then in charge 
of the air group, led the attack 
upon the Japanese airfield at 
Lunga Point, Guadalcanal, which 
we seized and renamed Henderson 
Field. Commander “Bullet Lou” 
Kern took a flight of 22 SBDs to 
destroy enemy installations at 
Kukium. Lieutenant H. H. Lar- 
sen’s group of seven planes at-

Our main objective in going into 
Lunga (Henderson) airfield was to 
take it away from the Japanese 
and use it against them. The 
Sara flyers machine-gunned and 
bombed it so thoroughly that when 
the Marines landed the following 
day, the Japanese defenders had 
retreated beyond the field, which 
they were never able to recapture. 

But that first landing at Guadal- 
canal was not easy. Lieutenant J. 
J. Sutherland and Lieutenant H. 
A. Brown hurled an eight-plane 
flight at a formation of 40 enemy 
planes. In that heroic deed, the 
enemy was turned aside but only 
three of our planes returned from 
the attack. Another fighter group 
under Lieutenant R. M. Jensen and 
Lieutenant R. Grey shot down 10 
enemy dive bombers; 

Meanwhile, seven waves of Ma- 
rines had landed at Blue Bay and 
three at Vavatin. On Aug. 8 one 
more bomber attack was launched 
at Tanamboga before the Sara- 
toga’s task force withdrew to re- 
fuel and for reconnaissance, 

In the next few weeks the Sara- 
toga traveled close to enemy land 
bases and-through submarine in- 
fested waters. One submarine at- 
tack was evaded and the subma- 
rine sunk, 

The Japanese sent two large task 
forces to get the Sara and her 
traveling companions. When the 
smoke of battle cleared on Aug. 
24, the Sara’s air group had de- 
stroyed 24 planes; dropped two 
1000-pound bombs directly on a 
carrier and made at least one tor- 
pedo hit; one destroyer was sunk; 
one or more heavy cruisers were 
hit by torpedoes, and one 1000- 
pound bomb hit a battleship.

Interpreting the War News 


_ AMERICAN STRATEGY IN PACIFIC 


By KIRKE L. SIMPSON

RAMATIC developments on the Russian front implicit with pos- 
sibilities of disaster for Germany dominated the war news over 
the first week of 1944; but closely linked events in the Pacific, 


in India and in China held hardly less ominous portents for Japan. 


Preparations were well advanced 
to effect critical breaches in Ja- 
pan’s China Sea zone from the 
east, south and west within the 


months ahead. 

American storming of the Gil- 
berts, and the Northern Solomons 
and landings on New Britain must 
be appraised in connection with 
the American-Australian operations 
on New Guinea for a clew to the 
strategy involved. Together, they 
represent a definite beginning of 
the grim business of ripping open 
a thousand-mile wide gap in the 
Japanese protective screen cover- 
ing southern approaches to the 
Philippines and the China Sea. 

Seizure of bases on New Britain 
and westward along the north coast 
of New Guinea gives the Allies 
domination of Dampier Strait be- 
tween the two big islands. That 
narrow waterway is a postern gate 
to the Bismarck Sea from the 


South Pacific, a side door to the 


west-central Pacific. It gives 
American naval power access from 
the southeast under shelter of land- 
based aircraft to the direct ap- 
proaches to the Southern Philip- 
pines and to the Sulu archipelago 
entrance to the China Sea. 

Rabaul on Northeastern New 
Britain, is under pressure from 
the south as well as from the west. 
Its reduction and the clearing of 
New Ireland and the Admiralty 
Islands that form the northern 
boundary of the Bismarck archi- 
pe seem imminent. With its 
elimination, the southern pillar of 
the Japanese South Pacific insular 
defense screen will have been up- 
rooted. The front door to Min- 
danao and the Sulu Archipelago 
will open wide for the 800 miles 
from Rabaul to Truk. The Ameri-

But not the Lieutenant. He likes 
landings. 

“They are more fun than any-

What appeals to him in an am- 
phibious operation is exactly that 
quality of inevitable confusion and 
uncertainty that dismays many a 
good soldier. He is strictly an in- 
dividualist. He likes to go hunting 
by himself and not as a part of a 
unit. The first two or three hours 
after a landing, which are usually 
chaotic, leaves everyone to his par- 
ticular type of warfare, 

In Africa, for example, he went 
hunting for snipers, It was a one 
man expedition during which he 
shot all the windows out of a 
barracks and received the sur- 
render of all personne] therein, 

Senseney said: - 

“This officer ran out waving a 
handkerchief. Just as I was let- 
ting go with another round he 
ducked into the house and came 
out again. This time he was way- 
ing a whole bed sheet so I'd be 
sure to see.” 

A second barracks was almost as 
funny, though less exciting. 

“Those guys had been on a big 
party the night before. They all 
surrendered for a drink of water 
out of my canteen.” ” : 

At Gela, in the Sicilian landing; 
Senseney was chagrined when he 
was given the bale of chicken wire 
to carry ashore to drape over the

barbed wire. His landing craft 
overturned and he entangled him

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP). 
HE Japanese are organizing for 
T a desperate battle in Southeast 
Asia—apparently figure on los- 
ing it. 
This is the opinion of Dutch 
leaders, both in Australia and in 
Washington, where for months 
they have been listening to Japa- 
nese broadcasts from the lost 
Dutch Empire in the Indies. 


Evidence is recalled that the Jap- 
anese all along planned on a short 
war to end in a negotiated peace 
which would give them time to 
gather further strength and go on 
to even greater things. 

The Dutch warn that the Japa- 
nese may try—again and again— 
to make such a deal. 

The Dutch see a sign that the 
Japanese figure on the possibility 
of losing the rich island of Java 
in their hoarding of quinine, 


The Japanese captured 90 per 
cent of the world’s supply of this 
war-essential drug in Java, yet 
there is a shortage in the Indies, 
Thailand and other countries dom- 
inated by Japan. A recent Japa- 
nese announcement said bark- 
gathering had been placed on a 
year-round basis; that indicates 
they are stripping the cinchona 
trees of bark—a procedure that 
ruins the trees.

Strategy Is Two-Fold 
HE second phase of Japanese 
strategy in these areas is two- 
fold:

1. The advance of the Russian 
armies has created much anxiety, 
but no real panic. Fear of 
Bolshevism is. still so strong that 
the first reaction has been one of 
self-defense. Faced by invasion, 
both the Rumanians and Hun- 
garians, at this stage at least, 
seem willing to fight the invaders. 
Even in Bulgaria, where the popu- 
lation is pro-Russian;, the influence 
of public opinion on the pro-Ger- 
man governmental and army cir- 
cles will remain relatively small 
so long as the Russians have not 
captured the great Black Sea har- 
bor of Sevastopol. This port is 
the natural stepping stone for any 
Russian landing in Bulgaria, 


Nazi Note of Optimism. 

2. German propaganda in the 
Balkans, in face of the Soviet ad- 
vance, shows a certain degree of 
savoir fare. To counter the gen- 
eral atmosphere of tension, the 
Nazis are conducting themselves 
with bland optimism—undoubtédly 
under officia] instructions. At a 
reception in Budapest, Tuesday 
night, members of the German le- 
gation as well as Nazi newspaper 
men danced rhumbas and were the 
life and soul of the party. Other 
guests were haunted by the thought 
of the Red Armies crossing into 


Poland. 

Also, on official orders, Ger- 
mans in the Balkans air very 
soothing views regarding the Rus- 
sian military situation. They ex- 
plain that the German retreat, al- 
though imposed by adverse circum- 
stances, has been effected in ex- 
cellent order without joss of men 
or material, They make mysterious 
references to mines and fortifica- 
tions along the Ribbentrop-Molotov 
line, in Poland and along the Car- 
pathian Mountains.

Germany still can obtain favor- 
able peace terms from America 
and England for both itself and 
Jts allies, the Nazis tell their Ru- 
manian and Hungarian friends, in- 
dicating that immediately after 
the unsuccessful Allied landing on 
the Western European shores will 
be a propitious moment. 

Recent abstinence from political 
or military demands on those two 
countries is one of the Nazis’ clear- 
est tactics. Whereas both Bucha- 
rest and Budapest used to be pes- 
tered by daily calls from the Ger- 
man ministers, these men now 
keep as mute as South American 
diplomats. 

The Nazis take it for granted 
that, when Russian troops reach 
the Balkan frontiers, the Hun- 
garian and Rumanian armies will 
fight side by side with the Wehr- 
macht. And Rumanians here say 
the Nazis are right. Military at- 
taches at Bucharest and Budapest 
are gently hinting that if equip- 
ment is needed for the 40 divisions 
which the two countries can still 
put into the field, German fac- 
tories will be only too happy to

However, a Budapest 
dispatch says the Foreign Affairs 
Committees in both houses of Par-

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Government Bungling, Congress Lf 


Blocs, Unions’ Anger at Rising 
Costs Behind U. S. Wage Crisis 


Too Many Agencies Handling Disputes and 
Adding to Confusion, While Lawmakers 
Temporize on Taxes and Subsidies and 
Workers Violate No-Strike Pledge.

Chairman William H Davis of 
the War Labor Board gave an in- 
terview the other day in which he 
said that the whole wage policy 
of the Government ought to be 
the subjec* of the broadest public 
discussion. That statement is sig- 
nificant in the light of Davis’ pre- 
vious insistence that the anti-infla- 
tion line be held through strict 
adherence to the Little Steel 
wage formula. Me did not say 
that the formula should be given 
up, but the fact that he invited 
discussion seems clearly to indi- 
cate that he feels a change in wage 
policy may be found necessary, 


Employes vs. Government. 


The wage problem is one that 
defies simplification. Only a few 
of the highlights will be set out 
here. A salient fact to be borne 
in mind is that the current strug- 
gies over wages are not between 
employers and employes, but be- 
tween employes and the Govern- 
ment—the Government as the au- 
thor and administrator of a sta- 
bilization policy designed to pre- 
vent inflation. 

Davis adverted to this curious 
situation at a recent press confer- 
ence, “The idea of Government 
limiting wage increases that em- 
ployers are willing to give is a new 
idea in this country,” he said, “It 
is a necessary one for stabilization, 
but it is a strange and new idea.” 

There have been in_ recent 
months three outstanding disputes 
— in coal, steel and railroading. 
Among the three there is this re- 
lationship: John L. Lewis got much 
of what he wanted out of the 
Government, and the workers in 
the other lines pressed for equal 
treatment. The explanation that 
all the Government’s wage troubles 
stem from John L, Lewis is too 
facile; it is nevertheless true that 
Lewis success in pushing his de- 
mands at pistol point has been a 
large factor in bringing about a 
general wage crisis. 

As has been pointed out in this 
correspondence, the Government 
made its initial great mistake in 
its dealings with Lewis.when it 
permitted him, through the device 
of a specially-created presidential 
board, to get away with his de- 
mand for the union shop in the 
“captive” coal mines after the Na- 
tional Defense - Mediation Board, 
predecessor of the present War 
Labor Board, had turned him 
down. 

What Lewis Really Got. 

Some misconceptions about the 
Lewis wage case need to be 
cleared up. The role of the ad- 
ministration here, deplorable 
though it was in the public inter- 
est, was not so bad as it has often 
been painted. Lewis did not, as has 
been asserted, get more than he 
expected to get. He asked for $2 
a day, and he is said to have told 
Secretary Ickes last spring, after 
the collapse of the miners’ negotia- 
tions with the private operators, 
that he would have been willing # 
settle for $1.25, True, he finally 
got $1.75, but 25 cents of this was 
in the form of small benefits such 
as free blacksmithing. The figure 
comparable with the $2 demand is 
$1.50, and even this comparison 
fails when it is understood that 
the demand was for $2 more for 
the same amount of work, whereas 
the award to Lewis called for an 
hour’s additional work, compen- 
sated at time and a half as re- 
quired by his old contract. 

More money, it is true, was put 
into the miners’ pay envelopes— 
and they had a strong case for 
more money—but the Little Steel 
formula was not actually breached. 


The trickiest thing about the set- 
tlement was the squeezing of 15 
minutes into the work time 
through the questionable device of 
cutting 
minutes. It can well be argued 
that in all the circumstances, the 
government’s yielding to expedi- 
ency on the 15-minute issue, after 
the case otherwise had been 
cleared up, was justified. Where 
the administration really knuckled 
under was in permitting Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes, against the 
settied policy of the War Labor 
Board, to negotiate a settlement 
with Lewis while he was holding 
the strike pistol at the govern- 
ment’s head, 


The Lewis case would not be 
worth rehashing here if it had not 
been held up, in much public dis- 
cussion, -as one of two cases in 
which the workers, by strikes or 
threats of strikes, actually got 
more out of a pliant and bungling 
government than they had expect- 
ed. The other case is that of the 
railroad unions. As the writer has 
tried to show, there is a certain 
kinship between the miners’ and 
the railroad workers’ demands— 
as, indeed, there is a kinship 
among all the wage demands now 
being and soon to be made—but 
the analogy has been pressed too 


far. 
Result of Interference, 

The indictment against the Gov- 
ernment is strong enough without 
bringing in the miners. The in- 
dictment can rest alone on the 
way the railroad case has been 
handled. It is not to condone, the 
threat of a railroad strike, or to 
pass judgment on the merits of 
the workers’ wage demands, to 
say that if the, regular railroad 
mediation machinery had been al- 
lowed to function the dispute 
would have been settled with the 
workers getting less of an increase 
than they are now going to get. 

Not to go into confusing details,

The steel workers, headed by the 
president of the CIO, Philip Mur- 
ray, are making a frontal attack 
on the Little Steel formula with 
their demand for a straight in- 
crease of 17 cents an hour. There 
is no possible subterfuge by which 
this demand can be ted wi 
in the limitg of the formula, If 
the increase is allowed, the pres- 
ent stabilization policy of the Gov- 
ernment will be  irreparably 
cracked, 

Other demands are being 
pressed, or are in the offing. The 
textile workers want 15 cents an 
hour more, the aluminum workers 
15 cents more, the automobile 
workers, whose various demands 
on several companies are bein 
consolidated into one big case, 1 
to 20 cents more. 

All these are CIO unions, and 
they are following the policy line 
laid down by the CIO, that since 
the Government has failed to keep 
its pledge to hold down the cost of 
living, the workers are entitled to 
compensating wage increases, 

Living Costs Up 28 Pct. 

The Little Steel formula allows 
a 15 per cent increase to cover the 
rise in the cost of living, ap- 
proximately 15 per cent from Jan. 
1, 1941, to May, 1942. 
are now estimated by the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics to be about 23 
per cent above the January, 1941, 
figure. The unions say this esti- 
mate is too low. 

The War Labor Board {is re- 
quired by the President's “hold the 
line” executive orders.of last April 
and May, issued in pursuance of 
the congressiona)] stabilization act 
of the previous October, to adhere 
to the Little Steel formula in the 
fixing of wages, The board is per- 
mitted to make exceptions only to 
“correct gross inequities” and to 
“aid in the effective prosecution of 
the war.” By and large, the board 
has done a first-rate job in the 
face of enormous difficulties.’ In 
the coal case, the final settlement 
was engineered by Ickes; the rail- 
road case, which comes under the 
special rules set up by Congress 
for railroad labor, was outside the 
jurisdiction of the board. 

Too Many es Involved. 

The trouble — one trouble — is 
that too many agencies of the Gov- 
ernment deal with labor problems, 
Conflict and confusion are in- 
evitable. In the Labor Department, 
headed now by a Secretary shorn 
of power, are the Wage-Hour Divi- 
sion ‘and the Conciliation Service. 
Then there is the War Labor 
Board, created to be a sort of su- 
preme court for wage disputes, but 
subject now, when any price in- 
crease is involved, to check by 
Vinson. For the railroads, there 
is the National Mediation Board, 
which the President has side- 
tracked in the current railroad 
wage uispute. ~- 

There are still others—the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, 
which administe the Wagner 
Act; the President’ Committee on 
Fair Employment Practices, which 
is trying to get equal treatment 
for Negroes in industry; Secretary 
Ickes, Government operator of the 
coal mines; the War Manpower 
Commissioh, which dips into prob- 
lems of labor supply; the Labor 
Divisions in the War and Navy de- 
partments; the Labor-Management 
Committee Division of the 
Production Board. 

The blame for the present m 
is widely distributed. It rests in 
on those unions and union 
leaders who have violated the sol- 
emn no-strike pledge given by the 
top men of labor in December, 
1941; it rests in part on the tem- 
porizing of,.a bloc-ridden Congress 
with the tax and subsidy problems;

PLAYED FOR FIRST TIME 


Composer Directs Orchestra 
in Two Movements of 
His Work,

The St. Loule Symphony Orches- 
tra under the direction of Viadimir 
Golschmann played again without 
benefit of a soloist at last night’s 
concert in the Kiel Auditorium. 
The void was more than adequate- 
ly filled by one of Mozart’s great- 
est symphonies, the “Jupiter,” and 
one of Ravel’s most vivid essays in 
kaleidoscopic orchestration, the 
“Rhapsodie Espagnole.” These two 
numbers, presented with a high de- 


costs | gree of effectiveness, were flanked 


by a novelty in the form of two 
movements from a symphony by 
Wiktor Labunski, which were per- 
formed for the first time anywhere 
under the direction of the com- 
poser, who came from his Kansas 
City home for that purpose, 

® program was completed 
with the overture to Gluck’s 
“Iphiginie en Aulide”’ and the 
waltzes from Richard Strauss’s 
“Rosenkavalier.” It was an eve 
ning of variety and everything was 
over by 10:10. 

Mr. Golschmann’s treatment of 
the Jupiter Symphony was very 
gracious and, when appropriate, 
very spirited. The strings had a 
sympathetic, singing quality which 
made them very appealing in the 
melodic passages and the full 
orchestra was, in general, well 
balanced and transparent. 

The “Rhapsodie Espagnole,” of 
course, with its sultry rhythms 
and its sensuoud color was in an- 
other world from the classic grace 
of Mozart. The orchestra found 
both equally congenial, for the 
Ravel number was played with an 
enkindling and seemingly spon- 
taneous brilliance that encom- 
passed both vividness of coloring 
and dynamic gublety. In some of 
the fortissimo passages the strings 
were too thin and the orchestra 
was thrown out of balance. This, 
however was unavoidable as the 
full power of the brasses was nec- 
essary and there simply weren't 
enough strings to cushion the im- 
pact. 

The two movements from Mr. 
Labunski’s symphony were con- 
ventional in style and were 
touched with miodernity only to 
the extent of a limited use of dis- 
sonance. In the adagio sostenuto 
he presented what amounted to a 
series of variations on three 
themes, but the second and third 
were so similar in spirit to the 
first that they might have passed 
for transformations of the same. 
The treatment of these variations 
was strictly monodic, the leading 
voice being tied fast to solid 
blocks of harmony all the way 
through. The effect was ingenu- 
ous and a little monotonous. 

The theme itself was a good 
one if rather direct and pretty 
mutch ersatz Stephen Foster. I 
was told that it bore a strong re- 
semblance to a song hit called 
“Spurs That Jingle, Jangle”’—a 
similarity that must have been 
accidental since Mr. Labunski 
started his symphony in 1936, 

' The second of the two move- 
ments was a scherzo that had more 
character and was more skillfully 
handled, The orchestra under Mr. 
Labunski’s not too informative di- 
rection gave only a perfunctory 
performance. 

The Gluck overture was excel- 
lent and the Rosenkavalier waltzes, 
though compromised by s80 
rather shrill playing by the strings 
and some bad intonation at a crit- 
ical point by the clarinet, had an 
evocative swing which the audi- 
ence liked very much,

The press rate per word from 
Cairo to: New York is 20.13 cents. 
It is not known here whether 
Egypt is included irf the “Empire 
rate” of 2 cents a word. T is 
no discrimination in press tes 
between Canada and the United 
States. Press rates from New- 
foundland to New York range be- 
tween $ 1-3 and’'4 cents a word 
for day messages. 

Australia Ends Discrimination. 

The Australian Government, 
which stands alone in taking such 
action, has ended the discrimina- 
tion as to news dispatches by sub- 
sidizing American reporters as- 
signed to Gen. MacArthur’s head- 
quarters so as to make up the 
difference. between a rate of 2 
cents a word paid by Canadian 
reporters with the same assign- 
ment and the rate of 12 to 14% 
cents a word which is technically 
charged against American news- 
men. 

According to Chairman James L. 
Fly of FCC, the subsidization of 
American news dispatches by a 
foreign government is a greater 
peril to a free press than the im- 
position of extortionate cable 
charges. \ 

Nonpress messages, including 
commercial and private dispatches, 
are likewise subject to discrimina- 
tion, even in Australia, The Brit- 
ish have get up an “Empire rate” of 
30 cents a word on such dis- 
patches from any part of the em- 
pire to any other part. The charge 
for private and business communi- 
cations between Dakar and New 
York is 90 cents a word, while the 
toll between Dakar and Montreal 
is 80 cents. Corresponding figures 
between Cape Town and New 
York, and Australia and Montreal, 
the differential is 58 and 30 cents. 


‘ Radio has done much to eman- 
cipate the United States from con- 
ditions in World War I, when ail 
communications to the continent 
had to pass through British hands. 
Today this country has é¢direct 
channels by wireless telephone and 
telegraph to all European allies 
and neutrals. There is a direct 
radio telegraph between San Fran- 
cisco and Chungking, but no wire- 
less telephone. 
U. 8. Owns Atlantic Cables, 


Sixteen out of 20 trans-Atlantic 
cables are American-owned and 
operated, with nominal American 
control of terminals in the British 
Isles. Five of the cables are owned 
by Western Union, five are oper- 
ated by Western Union under lease 
from the Anglo-American Tele- 
graph Co., and six are owned by 
the Commercial Cable Co. Two 
are the property of Cable & Wire- 
less, Litd., and two, owned by the 
French Cable Co., are no longer in 
operation. 

In other parts of the globe, 
American communications = are 
hemmed in to a degree which will 
surprise many readers. All cables 
from the United States to Sweden, 
Switzerland, Spain, Portugal, Lire,

Commercial Espionage. | 


To call South Africa by radio 
telephone, it is necessary first to 
call London, where the message is 
plugged in to Cape Town. The 
procedure opens opportunities for 
what is known as commercial es- 
pionage. There has been complaint 
by one American firm that an op- 
tion offered on property in South 
Africa was held’ up in London 
until the time limit expired, where- 
upon a British rival stepped in and 
seized the prize. 

From which it appears that the 
American authorities have much 
to discuss with Sir Campbell 
Stuart, They want the radio chan- 
nels to Australia and other points 
made permanent instead of tem- 
porary. They want similar cir- 
cuits to additional parts of the 
British Empire, particularly South 
Africa and India. They want very 
much to equalize or modify sub- 
stantially the rate discriminations 
Some officials 
regard these as minor points," 
which it should not be difficult to 
settle. Others are far from sure, 
in view of the tenacity with which 
Reuters hag clung to its special 
privilege for nearly a century, that 
the arrangement will prove so 


easy. 
Complaints of U. S. Competition. 


It should be added in fairness 
that the British have had reason to 
complain of American competition. 
On Nov. 4 the World’s Press News, 
a journalistic trade paper of Lon- 
don, protested bitterly that Mack- 
ay’s was able to clear news dis- 
patches from Algiers to New York 
in an average of 40 minutes after 
censorship, while it took 135 min- 
utes for the Eastern Cable Co., a 
subsidiary of Cable & Wireless, to 
perform a similar service between 
Algiers and London, The differ- 
ence was ascribed to superior 
American efficiency in personnel 
and organization. 


In the London press memory 
still rankles ovcr a “scoop” which 
was marked up in the news of the 
North African invasion by the 
quickness of mind of Lt. Col, Jo- 
seph B. Philipps, press officer to 
Gen. Hisenhower. Flying to Lon- 
don with the copy of American 
correspondents, the story goes, he 
learned that there was an open 
circuit from Gibraltar to New York 
and instantly availed himself of the 
chance. The result was that the 
news was cabled back from New 
York to London editors before the 
arrival of their own copy. 


Dutch Novelist Dies. 
LONDON, Jan. 8 (AP).—Fenna 
De Meyier, Netherlands novelist, 
died at Wageningen in Holland at 
the age of 69, Aneta news agency 
reported today. She was born in 
Java. 


Russia and Turkey pass through 
British contro] posts in London or 
the Azores. There is an American 
cable from New York through the 
Panama Canal to the west coast of 
South America, with land wires 
from Peru or Chile to Buenos Aires 
and up to Rio de Janeiro, The 
more direct route to the east coast 
of South America uses United 
States land wires to Miami and 
American cable to the West Indies, 
where it passes into British hands 
for further transmission.

They may go by 
way of London, Gibraltar, Oran, 
Cairo, the British-owned islands of 
Mauritius and Leychelles off the 
east coast of Africa, Calcutta and 
Chungking. Or they may go to 
Australia, Mauritius and so on.

Nebraska's Legislature 
Works; Opposition Over

that partisan politics has been 
minimized, 

Rules governing committees are 
a distinct improvement over those 
long in effect in the Missouri Leg- 
islature. The Missouri ruleg are 
notoriously made to order for con- 
trol by politicians and lobbyists. 
In Missouri the presiding officers 
of each house name the commit- 
tees, czar-like powers are conferred 
on ehairmen by legislative prece- 
dent, locse methods of giving no- 
tice of hearings are tolerated, the 
hoary doctrine that committee re- 
ports should not be overridden pre- 
vails and secrecy shrouds commit- 
tee actions. 

Under Nebraska rules the chair- 
men and members of the 15 stand- 
ing committees are nominated by 
a Committee on Committees, made 
up of 18 legislators. Three mem- 
bers of this committee are elected 
from each of the four Congres- 
sional] districts and the thirteenth, 
the chairman, is elected by the 
Legislature at large. This commit- 
tee also arrangés and publishes a 
fixed schedule of committee meet- 
ing dates. Committee nominations 
are submitted to the Legislature 
for approval. 

Bills are referred to committees 

a special committee made up 
of the Lieutenant Governor, the 
Speaker and the chairman of the 
Committee on Committees. 


Notice of committee hearings on 
bills must be given five days in 
advance by publication in the leg- 
islative journal. Each committee 
is required to keep a record of its 
proceedings. Any two members of 
a committee may demand a record 
vote for committee action and this 
vote becomes a part of the com- 
mittee report and appears in the 
journal. 

There is no time limit for a 
committee report, but the Legisla- 
ture may request a report after a 
committee has had a bill for 10 
days. Committee votes on disposi- 
tion of bills may be taken only at 
regularly scheduled meetings. By 
custom newspaper reporters are 
admitted to committee executive 
sessions, 

When a committee reports a bill, 
it must state the main purposes 
of the bill and give the commit- 
tee’s reasons for its action. If*there 
be a minority view, it must be in- 
cluded. Copies of these statements 
must be furnished to members of 
the Legislature. 

Procedure on the Floor. 


Procedure on the floor is de- 
signed to permit full consideration 
of a bill, with provision for re 
committing for amendment or cor 
rection at any time before passage. 

Any member may demand a rec- 
ord vote on any question. An elec- 
tric roll-call recording machine is 
used for voting, 

A Legislative Council, set up in 
1937, does continuing research 
work, makes investigations directed 
by the Legislature, provides legis- 
lators with information requested 
and furnishes a bill drafting serv- 
ice. This counci] hag 16 members. 
Dr. Roger V. Shumate of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska is director. 


Bills must be introduced in the 
first 20 days of a session, except 
that they may be offered later on 
recommendation of the Governor 
or a standing committee. No bill 
may be passed in fewer than five 
legislative days after introduction. 
In the old days, by suspension of 
the rules, a bill could be intro 
duced and finally passed in one 
legislative day. 

A Committee on Enrollment and 
Review checks bills for defects. 
Counsel employed by the commit- 
tee examines bills ag to constitu- 
tionality before final passage. 

Most of these requirements are 
legislative rules and subject to 
change. 


Nebraska's unicameral Legisla- 
eure has not passed any particular- 
ly outstanding legislation but many 
desirable measures have been en-' 
acted. The trend, it is said, is to- 
ward sound, carefully considered 
measures rather than radical re- 
forms. 

Some progress is claimed in ad- 
ditional public power legislation— 
Nebraska now has virtually com- 
plete public power operation, ex- 
cept for the Nebraska Power Ca, 
at Omaha; creation of the Legis- 
lative Council and Highway Patrol, 
regulation of the small-loan busi- 
ness, a new corporation code, uni- 
form aceounting and budget con- 
trol for the counties and smaller 
municipalities,- soil conservation 
measures, social security legisla- 
ay and reforms in the primary 

w. 

All attempts to create state in- 
come, sales, use, cigarette and ton- 
nage taxes have been beaten. 

The 1943 session failed to ac- 
cept Supreme Court recommenda-. 
tions for reforms in civil and crim- 
ina] procedure and defeated a bill 
revising the state tax assessment’ 
|and collection system. A bill to lib- 
eralize workmen’s compensation al- 
lowances failed. Little progress 
has been made toward solution of 
public school needs for additional; 
support and problems of adminis- 
tration and tax revision. Nebraska 
public schools are supported almost 
entirely by local revenues. 

Length of sessions has not been 
reduced but legislative expenses 
have been lowered. The last two 
regular sessions, in 1933 and 1935, 
varied in length from 9% to 110 
days; expenses ranged from $173- 
023 to $202,593. Regular sessions 
have varied from 98 days to 148: 
expenses from $102,748 to $108,225. 

Governmental! Costs Trebied. 


Appropriations for the state gow 
ernmental costs have increased, 
Bicameral regular and special ses- 
sions in 1935 appropriated about 
48 million dollars for the biennium, 
Unicameral appropriations since 
1937 have ranged from $51,436,000 
to $58,090,000. 

State governmental costs have 
trebled since 1923, while in the 
same period, according to the 
State Blue Book, county and mu- 
nicipel costs “have 
stood still and the school districts 
show a decline.” 


Notably there has been a sharp 
decrease in the number of bills in- 
troduced but an increase the 
number of bills passed. In und last 
three bicameral regular sessions, the 
average was 1003 bills introduced, 
173 passed, In the four unicameral 
regular sessions the average was 
613 bills introduced, 198 passed. 

There are as many lobbyists as 
ever. Opinions differ on whether 
their effectiveness has been les 
sened, There is more pressure on 
individuals, but it is said the high- 
type legislator resists this pressure 
more effectively. Lobbyist 
tion records show 105 in 1943, 139 
in 1941 and 162 in 1939. The re- 
quired registration does not include 
public officials or employes, or the 
growing lobby of representatives of 
public and municipal power sys- 
tems. Legislative Clerk Hugo F. 
Srb estimated there were about 2300 
lobbyists in the 1943 session. 

Active lobbies are maintained by 
the railroads, insurance compa- 
nies, Nebraska Power Co., publiie 
power groups, other utilities, loan 
companies, labor and farm organi- 
zations, chain stores, schools, busi- 
ness organizations and other 
groups. 

The Legislative Council is mak- 
ing a study on means of improv- 
ing the lobby control law, since 
some lobbyists have refused to file 
the required expense statements.

They start 
with the country philosophers and the names of the 
country philosophers are legion. You'll find them 
aplenty in the Old Testament and among the early 
Greeks and Romans. English literature, in particular, 
is full of them.

@ BUT COMING A LITTLE CLOSER to home—to this 
American soil which is our heritage—I think: almost: anyone 
will be safe in taking Henry Thoreau’s “Walden” as the cor- 
nerstone of his shelf of country philosophers. And farther 
along the shelf, you will almost certainly find “The Adven- 
tures of David Grayson” and Walter Dyer’s “Chronicles of a 
Countryman.” Both volumes are enhanced by Thomas Fogarty’s 
drawings which have a quiet country charm of their own. 
But the wide popularity of these books is based on the fact 
that here were two articulate and intelligent city men who 
ultimately found contentment and the real fullness of existence 
when they came to live in close contact with the soil, They 
found the truth of what Cowley, the English poet, put into a 
single sentence: “Since nature denies to most men the 
capacity, and Fortune allows to but few the opportunity, of 
applying themselves wholly to philosophy, the best mixture 
of human affairs that we can make are the employments of

N April 21, the British Empire 
will observe the eighteenth 
birthday anniversary of Prin- 
cess Elizabeth and will begin to 
discuss matrimonial prospects for 
the future Queen -of England. 
Should the Princess, whose eyes 
are periwinkle blue, choose her 
Prince Consort from what's left of 
the seedy and down-at-the-heel Eu- 
ropean royalty? Should she marry 
the son of an English peer? Should 
she marry an American or a Can- 
adian, thus clasping tighter the 
hands across the sea? Or should 
she follow the dictates of a young 
heart and marry as she pleases 


without regard for background, na- | 


tionality, or creed? 

The likelihood is that Elizabeth 
herself finally will have little op- 
portunity to pick a husband, That 
will be up to her parents. King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth, 
their Prime Minister, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, and other 
high dignitaries of Church and 
State. If Do r Queen Mary, 
now 76 yea 
that time, it is certain that: she 
will have her royal say on her 
granddaughter’s prospective spouse. 

For until rather recentl¥, Eliza- 
beth, who has lived in a woman's 
world, has been more under the 
thumb of the Dowager Queen than 
of her own mother. Even while 
her parents were Duke and Duch- 
ess of York, with no thought of 
becoming monarchs, the Princess 
was Grandma’s interest. After the 
death of George V, the abdication 
of Edward VII, and the coronation 
of her parents, Elizabeth, as heir 
presumptive, came more than ever 
under the contro] of the Dowager 
Queen.

HEY now permit Elizabeth to 

wear formal frocks, to attend 

well chaperoned dances and 
premieres, and she now has her 
first fur coat, an expensive affair 
squirrel. However, be- 
cause of her royal position, they 
have not yet permitted her to have 
“dates.” 

And they know that Elizabeth’s 
next birthday will mark a great 
day in her life—and theirs. For 
the Princess will come of legal age. 
She will take her place on the five- 
member Council of Regency, which 
takes care of the King’s business 
when he is out of the country. That 
will- give her a foretaste of her 
future lifetime job.

of England’s richest landowners 

and is reported to receive’ one 
million dollars a year income from 
his 460,000 acres which are spread 
over 14 counties of England and 
Scotland, :

In 1940 he 
was removed from his post as 
Steward of the Royal Household 
because of his appeasement poli- 
cies.

great-great-grandfather, the orig- 
inal Cornelius Vanderbilt, was a 
ferry captain before he founded 
a fortune. That blight undoubted- 
ly would be more than overcome 
by the nine Dukes of Marlborough 
who back up his father’s line. 

However, the Marlboroughs, cos- 
mopolitan and famous as they are, 
are far from wealthy. Their land- 
ed estates are entailed and each 
Duke is merely a life tenant in 
Blenheim Palace. 

If it’s money the royal family 
needs, it could do no better, ac- 
cording to some, than betroth 
Hiizabeth to Patrick Hugh Filmer- 
Sankey, 18-year-old son of the di- 
vorced Maj. William and Lady 
Uraula Grosvenor Filmer-Sankey 
and grandson of Hugh Grosvenor, 
the: tremendously wealthy Duke of 
Westminster. 

Since. money, like charity, cov- 
ers a multitude of sins, Many an 
Englishman is willing to wink at 
Westminster’s gay life and three 
wives because, with all his prop- 
erty in the heart of London, he is 
the richest of the dukes. 

That Elizabeth will marry a 
scion of Europe’s fast vanishing 
royalty is scarcely considered by 
the British. The late Duke of Kent 
is the only one of Elizabeth’s three 
royal uncles who followed tradi- 
tion by uniting with an European 
princess, the now widowed Marina 
of Greece. 

Unless, Queen Elizabeth should 
present her daughters h a 
brother and the Crown ha 
male heir, Princess Elizabeth 
could not be permitted to marry 


either of Europe’s “boy kings”— 
Michael of Rumania or Peter of 


‘ Yugoslavia—because Elizabeth will 


be a queen in her own right and 
her husband must be only a con- 
sort, 

It would take less than 10 fin- 
gers to count the other young men 
of royal birth from whom a hus- 
band for Elizabeth could be 
chosen. There is, for example, 
Grand Duke Jean, 22, or his broth- 
er, Prince Charles, 16, of Luxem- 
bourg, both now in England. There 
are the two nephews of King 
Christian of Denmark — Prince 
Gorm, 24, and Prince Olaf, 20. 
Gorm is now in Sweden, where 
he fled after escaping interment 
by the Germans for leading a unit 
of Danish troops against the Nazis. 
Or there is tall, blonde Prince 
Phillip, 22, second cousin of King 
George of Greece. Phillip is now 
in London. 

Men of the Houses of Hohen- 
zollern, Romanoff or Bourbon are 
not likely to be considered at all, 
and the Dutch royal family has 
been without males for close on a 
century. 

Because Elizabeth is being edu- 
cated to be a queen, there is little 
doubt that, when the world is 
again at peace, she will be re- 
quired to do some traveling, to 
view the broad domains of her 
vast empire and to familiarize 
herself with the problems of her 
peoples even as her _— David 
did when he was Prince of Wales.

A Straight Back

YOUTHFUL silhouette calls for a straight, strong back. 

So let’s get busy and take the kinks out of our backs. 

Here are the three spots on which we'll concentrate our 
efforts. First, there’s the shoulder blade level, which must 
be kept straight and easily erect. Second, there’s the waist- 
line. The back should be straight instead of bent forward 
or hollowed into a sway-backed curve. Third is the lower 
back, which should not curve too far rearward,

HEN Russia adopted a new 
W national anthem to replace 

the “Internationale,” it was 
hoped that this action had been 
determined, to some extent, by 
musical considerations. The “In- 
ternationale” is not good music. 
It is too weak, too long and too 
hard to remember. Moreover, it 
is in no way identified with Rus- 
sia. Obviously someone of the virile 
Soviet composers, such as Proko- 
fieff, Shostakovitch or Katcha- 
tourian, could produce something 
that was better musically and more 
appropriate to the aggressive So- 
viet spirit. 

From a strictly musical stand- 
point, however, the new Soviet 
hymn is a disappointment. Ac- 
cording to a copy which has just 
been distributed through the wire- 
photo service of the Associated 
Press, its chief virtue is that of 
simplicity. Written in common 
time and in the key of C, it is a 
straightforward but commonplace 
marching song. It reaches its hfgh 
point in the fourteenth measure 
but this note of triumph expressed 
in a high fortissimo F, is nullified 
by a descent to a thoroughly insig- 
nificant ending.

Indeed the stand- 
ards by which a song of the people 
should be judged cannot be the 
same as those that prevail in the 
realms of art. Obviously the music 
of a national anthem should be 
neither subtle nor complex. But 
it should have the quality of uni- 
versal appeal and with most na- 
tional anthems the existence of 
this quality has been established 
by widespread acceptance before 
being officially adopted. 

Therefore, no committee, whether 
composed of artistic subcommis- 
sars or representatives of the na- 
tional legislature, is qualified to 
select a national anthem. Only the 
instincts of the people themselves

“THE STAR-SPANGLED BAN- 
NER” is a case in point. The 
words were written to commemo- 
rate a special occasion but were 
adapted to an English drinking 
song that had already been put to 
a number of popular and patriotic 
uses. Long before it had been for- 
mally approved by Congress, the 
“Star-Spangled Banner” had 
achieved an unshakable de facto 
recognition as our national an- 
them. The “Marseillaise” is anoth- 
er example of a song that was ele- 
vated to national significance by 
popular action. Its composer, 
Claude Joseph Rouget de Lisle, a 
captain of engineers stationed at 
Strassbourg wrote both words and 
music as a marching song for the 
French Army of the Rhine. On 
June 25, 1792, a singer named 
Mireur, sang it at a public gather- 
ing in Marseilles and it had such 
an enkindling effect on all those 
who heard it that copies were im- 
mediately printed and distribu 
to the soldiers who were a 
march on Paris. 

The people of P 
strongly affected by this 
gan to sing it in the streets and 
it was this song that provided the 
background music for the attack 
on the Tuileries and the storming 
of the Bastille. In its final version 
the “Marseillaise” was somewhat 
different from the original com- 
position. Rouget de Lisle, inciden- 
tally, was thrown into a prison be- 
cause he expressed disapproval of 
certain “excesses” of the revolution, 
It is possible that he never really 
approved of the uses to which his 
music had been put. But that made 
no difference.

bomber known as the “Helldiver,” officially the SB2C, 
now gives it a dive bomber second to none in the world. 
Designed by the Curtiss-Wright Corporation, the new “Hell- 
diver” is the result of some 889 major and thousands of 
minor design changes in the model which the Navy_put into 
service in June, 1942. Performance and striking power of 
this plane are still a secret, but aviation experts say that— 
on the basis of design alone—it is the most powerful dive 
bomber built. Some of the design characteristics of the 
new “Helldiver” include: A diving flap mechanism which 
operates three times faster than on the original model—to 
increase braking power control in power dives; wings which 
fold—this is new in dive bombers—cutting in half the time 
required to get the planes up on deck; racks which are 
completely enclosed, making for greater plane speed and 
easier handling; and the increasing of the bomb capacity 
from one to two bombs. The new planes, being manufac-
